Two Girls, Two Boys, Clothes in Tatters, Rescued After 
Week’s Wandering, With Food Exhausted, 
California—Could Not Signal Airplanes. 


Lakeport, Calif., Nov. 17 (A.P.).— 
How four University of California 
Sstuents wandered with bare feet and 
in tattered clothing through the snowy 
wastes of California’s Lake County 
mountains for nearly a week was told 
this afternoon by John Dempster, one 
of the quartet who had been missing 
since a week ago Friday. 

Dempster, with Miss Anna Rams- 
perger and her twin sister, Minna, both 
of Logan, Utah, and Robert H. Keeler, 
of Los Angeles, this afternoon were 
taken to the ranch of Willis Durham, 
a ranger, where they were put to bed 
and fell immediately into a sound sleep. 
They had been without shelter since 
they disappeared and became the object 
of one of the most intensive searches 
in the history of northern California. 

Weakened by exposure, the four col- 
lapsed when they reached the Durham 
ranch. They were taken there by a 
party that made a forced ride over 35 
miles of snow-covered trail to a lonely 
ranger’s kiosk that housed the tele- 
phone used in making their plight 
known. . 

The kiosk, a simple box, furnished no 
shelter. Previous reports said the four 


had found shelter is a cabin. They 
were huddled near the telephone box 
when a party led by Claude Simon 
reached them early today with food and 
blankets. 

Dempster described their heartbreak 
when they saw searching airplanes dis- 
appear after flying over them. 

“We reached the summit of Hull 
Mountain last Saturday early,” Demp- 
ster said. “At the top we encountered 
a blizzard, but kept on. It got so severe 
it drove us back. We started down the 
mountain that night and got into the 
Eel River Canyon. It was wild and 
dark. We lost our way. 

“By morning we had lost all sense 
of direction. We had rations for only 
two days and we saved them, but by 
Monday we were entirely out of food.

Capt. C. A. Smith Dies;

Was Berengaria Chief 

London, Nov. 17 (A.P.).-—— Capt. 
Charles Appleton Smith, one of Great 
Britain's best-known seamen, died to- 
day. He was known to thousands on 
both sides of the Atlantic as the man 
who first commanded the Berengaria 
when, as the Imperator, she was taken 
over from the Germans. 

He retired from the Cunard service 
five years ago after nearly 30 years with 
that company. His war service in- 
cluded the feat of taking 6,000 troops 
and a crew of 1,000 aboard the Acqui- 
tania in 1915 from Liverpool to Galli- 
poli. This is one of the largest num- 
ber of persons ever carried on one ship. 
The Leviathan carried 8,000 fighting 
men. 


[ll-Fated Steamer Named 
For Noted English Actress 


Lucia Elizabeth Bartolozzi Vestris, Favorite in Musical 
Plays Early in Last Century, Gave Title to Lost 
Lamport & Holt Line Vessel. 


New York, Nov. 17 (N.Y.W.NS.).— 
The steamship Vestris was named for 
Lucia Bartolozzi Vestris, English act- 
ress, who was born in London in Janu- 
ary, 1797. She was the daughter of 


Gaetano Stefano Bartolozzi and grand- 
daughter of Francesco Bartolozzi, the 
engraver, and the daughter-in-law of 
Gaetano Appolino Baldassare Vestris, 
the famous French ballet dancer and 
mimic, and composer of ballets. In 
1813 whe was married to Auguste Ar- 
mand Vestris, who deserted her four 
years later. 

With an agreeable contralto voice and 
a pleasing face and figure, Mme. Ves- 
tri, made her first appearance in Italian 
opera in the title role of Peter Win- 
ter’s “IL Ratto de Proseripna” at the 
King’s Theater in 1815. She had an 
immediate success in both London and 
Paris, where she played Camille to Tal- 
ma’s Horace in “Horace.” Her first hit 
in English was at Drury Lane in James 
Cobb’s “Siege of Belgrade.” ‘ 

She was particularly a favorite in 
“breeches parts,” like Cherubino in 
“Marriage of Figaro” and in “Don Gio- 
Ne eal with such introduced songs as 
“Cherry Ripe,” “Meet” Me by Moon- 
light Alone,” “I’ve Been Roaming,” 
&c. In 1831, having accumulated a 
fortune, she became lessee of the 
Olympic Theater and began the pres- 
entation of a series of buresleques 
and extravaganzas for which she made 
this house famous. She became the 


wife of Charles James Matthews in 
1838, accompanying him to America 
and aiding him in his subsequent man- 
agerial ventures. Her last appearance, 
in 1854, was for his benefit in an adap- 
tation of Mme. de Girardin’s “La Jolie 
Fait Peur,” called “Sunshine Through 
Clouds,” and she died in London on 
August 8, 1856.. Her musical accom- 
plishment and education were not suf- 
ficient to distinguish her in grand 
opera and in high comedy she was only 
moderately successful. But in plays 
like “Loan of a Lover,”, “Paul Pry,” 
“Naval Engagements,” &c., she was de- 
lightfully arch and bewitching.

Boswell goes out of office Decem- 
ber 3, but he hopes in the meantime 
to. prosecute Newman and Freddie 
Wooten and Ri ley Simmons, also Birger 
gangster, for the murders of Lory L. 
Price, State highway patrolman, and 
his wife. Newman is now serving a 
life term in Chester penitentiary for 
the murder of Mayor Joe Adams, of 
West City, the crime for which Birger 
Was executed. 

Plans of Federal Officers. 

The Government is understood to be 
Planning to bolster Newman's testi- 
mony in event of Boswell’s prosecution, 
with that of some of the more than 
20 witnesses who told the grand jury 
of conditions in Williamson County at 
yesterday’s session.

“Her brain,” said Dr. Hall, “shows a 
marked enlargement of two small blood 
vessels in the two innermost mem- 
branes.”

Life, Liberty and Happiness, 
Result, W.C.T.U. Leader 
Says at Meeting. 


HARM FROM LAW DENIED 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 17 (A.P ).—Miss 
Mary B. Ervin, of Ohio, praised the ef- 
fects of prohibition upon young people 
and dnied that it had had “any de- 
moralizing effect” at tonight’s session 
here of the fifty-fourth annua! conven- 
tion of the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union. The session was devoted 
to young people's night 

“The Women's Christian Temperance 
Union, the public schools and the 
churches are recognized as among the 
most potent facts in this marvelous 
movement,” Miss Ervin said. She added 
that prohibition, far from being “put 
over On the public while the doughboys 
were overseas, had been’ put through 
after years of education and agitation.” 

During the evening there was ex- 
hibited a roll of names, declared to be 
2 miles long, signed by young folk be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 25, who had 
‘taken total;abstinence pledges It was 
said to contain 361,000 names 

Others who spoke at the young peo- 
ple’s session were Miss Juanita Jones, 
of Kentucky, and Miss Helen L Byrnes, 
of California. 


Mrs. Willebrandt Felicitated. 


Mrs. Ida B. Wise Smith, of Des 
Moines, Iowa, vice president of the 
W. C. T. U., presided at the afternoon 
session, which included a pageant, 
“Arise and Build,” designed to visualize 
the membership campaign. Miss Wi- 
nona R. Jewell, general secretary of the 
young people’s. branch, reportec on the 
progress of that division of the W. C. 
T. U. during the last year. 

The executive board of the W. C. 
T. U. sent a telegram to Mrs Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney 
General of the United States, in which 
they said: ; 

“The executive board of the National 
Women's Christian Temperance Union, 
in its annual meeting in Boston, 
wishes to express its appreciation of 
the splendid contribution you have 
given to the cause of prohibition in 
the great campaign whose result has 
been such a glorious triumph.” 

A plea for an “enlightened public 
conscience” as the ultimate hope ot 
prohibition forces was made today by 
Dr. M. Len Hutchins, director of the 
Department of Medical Temperance. 

“One does not expect those who 
drink to see things clearly because 
their reasoning power is impaired; one 
need not expect those brought up tin 
bootleg environment to rise above it 
suddenly and work for prohibition, and 
one hardly dares to hope ,that a con- 
scienceless creature will d@sist in pur- 
suing a trade so remunerative, but it 
does seem reasonable that well mean- 
ing people of even ordinary intelli- 
gence have had such opportunities for 
knowing that they should sense this 
thing in its right relation and realize 
that the fight against it demands 
their cooperation. 


Called Evil in Medicine. 


“Incredible as it seems, we must 
conclude that there are many thou- 
sands of people who never have con- 
tacted the subject in a way that en- 
lightened them. So for this reason, 
people must be taught the injurious 
effect of alcohol and that it is just 
the same whether self-prescribed from 
a flask or a medicine bottle, and the 
same whether self-prescribed or taken 
on the advice of a doctor. This is the 
greatest problem: of the W. C. T. U. to- 
day.” 


Dr. Hutchins criticized the increased 
production and sale of wine tonics In 
California which, he said, was liter- 
ally flooding the market. He declared 
that the methods of distribution em- 
ployed made the tonics “smack strong- 
ly of use as a beverage” and asserted 
there was no reason why they should 
not be so classified since they con- 
tained 22 per cent of alcohol. 

Commenting on the fact that the 
tonics were manufactured under Gov- 
ernment permits, Dr. Hutchins said: 

“This must be the relief to the grape 
growers promised by the Government 
some months ago.” 


Wants “Born” Officials. 


In another address before the morn- 
ing session of the convention, Mrs. 
Stella C. Steimson, of Terre Haute, 
Ind., director of the department of 
citizenship, pleaded for “education of 
self, our own membership, of youth, 
of the underprivileged of the com- 
munity, not only concerning alcohol 
and prohibition as the best method 
for eliminating the curse, but also 
concerning government, what it is, 
what it should and could be, local, 
State and Federal. 

“There is plenty of law, constitu- 
tional and statutory. Law-abiding, 
law-observing public officials is what 
ig needed most, officers qualified oy 
integrity of character, by intelligence 
from study and knowledge of govern- 
ment past and present, by ability 
‘born’ and acquired, to discharge the 
duties of the office. 

“Such officers would be a terror to 
lawbreakers, even those who think 
they can safely disregard the eight- 
eenth amendment to the Constitution 
and yet have the protection of its bill 
of rights. The eighteenth amendment 
means life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness to millions now living and 
even more millions yet unborn.”

PRESIDENT LISTS SOME 


New York, Nov. 17 (N.Y.W.NS.).—The 
latest thing in luncheons is the duct- 
less gland luncheon, which L. 'W 
Hutchins, director of the American In- 
stitute, announced today had been 
called for Nov. 24 at the Hotel Com- 
modore. 

Ductless glands, however, will not be 
on the bill of fare but on the calen- 
dar for discussion. Scientists. will 
foregather around the luncheon table 
and discuss just how these secret chem- 
ical factories of the human body oper- 
ate to make us fat or thin; manly or 
womanly, good or bad, or almost any- 
thing else imaginable. 

“The bearded lady of the circus, the 
fat lady, the half man-half woman, 
the giant and the dwarf are mainly 
the result of gland accidents and dis- 
turbances,” said Dr. Oscar’ Riddle, 
president of the association for study 


of internal secretions, who will pre- 
side. 

“The important ductless glands, 
which exert their influences on the 


body by means of chemical substances 
known as hormones,” Dr. Riddle added, 
“which are chemical messengers trans- 
ported to remote parts of the body by 
the blood stream, wherever needed, are: 

“The thyroid, which promofes pro- 
tein metabolism, growth and heat pro- 
duction. 

“The anterior: pituitary, which pro- 
motes skeleton growth and sex devel- 
opment. : 

“The posterior pituitary, which has 
something to do with carbohydrate 
metabolism and with other functions, 
such as the maintenance of blood pres- 
sure, contraction of the involuntary 
muscles and control of the water out- 


ut. 

“The parathyroid, which controls 
lime metabolism, important in the 
bones and in‘ the lime concentration of 
the blood. 

“The thymus, the puzzling gland of 
childhood, which probably holds in 
abeyance sex development. 

“The pancreas, whose product, in- 
sulin, is the spark which enables the 
body to burn sugar fuel. 

“The suprarenals, which control the 
body’s sugar stores and are essential 
to life, and whose product, adrenalin, 
is one of the most spectacular drugs 
known to medicine. 

“The gonads, or sex glands, which 
control the sex characteristics, such as 
voice, hair distribution, pelvic shape, 
body curves, mammary gland develop- 
ment, physical strength and perhaps 
even the so-catlled masculine and 
feminine viewpoints.”

Huge Vessels Planned 
For Australia Service 


San Francisco, Nov. 17 (A.P.).—Plans 
for construction of two 26,000-ton 
liners for ‘service between San Fran- 
cisco and Australia were announced 
today by the Matson Navigation Co. 
The vessels, capable of a sustained sea 
speed of 20 knots, would be the largest 
commercial ships ever built in the 
United States.

W.J. McSorley, Building Trade 
Secretary, Calls for Fund 
of $1,000,000. 


IMMIGRATION ROW SEEN 


New Orleans, La., Nov. 17 (N.Y.W 
N8.).—Willlam J. McSorley, president 
of the building trades department of 
the American Federation of Labor, will 
call a conference of international heads 
next week for the purpose of ralsing 
a central fund of $1,000,000 for fighting 
injunctions. 

This money tt ts proposed to raise by 
assessment on the members of the 
building trades unions. It will be dis- 
tinct from the common defense fund 
in that it will be devoted exclusively 
to the retention of lawyers and the 
paving of court costs in injunction pro- 
ceedings. 

Under the scheme, 
which are yet to be worked out, the 
department will be consulted in all in- 
junctive proceedings, and where the 
case is of more than local !mportance. 
involving expense beyond the power of 
the affected organization to readily 
meet, or may mean precedents’ that 
would affect every organization, will 
take charge. 

With the arrival today of the brick- 
layers’ delegates, Canadian immigration 
loomed up as one of the matters that 
may precipitate bitter debate in the 
convention of the federation which 
opens on Monday. 

It is the proposal of the bricklayers 
that Canadians be placed upon the 


same basis as immigrants from other | 


countries. 

Specifically, the condition in Detroit 
and other border cities is aimed at, with 
“ruling 84” of Secretary of Labor James 
J Davis under attack. 

Under this ruling, 20,00 Canadians 
commute daily into Detroit from Wind- 
sor and other cities across the line. The 
bricklayers charge that there is no re- 
ciprocity in the matter. Americans 
wishing to enter Canada to work being 
assessed a heavy head tax. 

The Canadian question will probably 
be tied up with Mexican tmmigration. 
This has become a serious factor and it 
is admitted that the “gentleman's agrce- 
ment,”” by which the Mexican would be 
on the same basis as natives of other 
countries is a failure. It is probable 
that a majofity of the delegates in the 
convention will favor placing Mexico on 
a quota basis. 

Putting Canadians on the same basis 
as Mexicans will, however, be resented 
by the heads of several of the larger 
unions, who are strongly in favor of 
restrictions on the Southern border, for 
many of them have considerable mem- 
berships, in the Dominion. 

To dfscriminate against Canadians 
would, in the opinion of the heads of 
these organizations, tend to destroy 
their Canadian membership, and in the 
end increase the number of nonunion 
craftsman in the United States through 
the natural flow across the border of 
Canadian mechanics.

GRAND JURY PLANS BLOW 


Philadelphia, Pa.. Nov. 17 (A.P.).— 
County detectives today arrested David 
Ir Junne, negro member of the Repub- 
lican city committee, as the suspected 
proprietor of a lottery based on cer- 
tain figures of the Philadeiphia clear- 
ing house. The arrest was made in 
connection with the special grand 
jury’s investigation into bootlegging 
and police corruption, which found 
that policemen received protection 
money from gamblers as well as saloon 
keepers. 

Junne was arrested with seven other 
negroes, when county detectives from 
District Attorney John Monaghan's of- 
fice raided a dwelling house. 

The grand jury heard no witnesses 
today, and considered a presentment 
which is to be read to Judge Edwin 
O Lewis on Monday It was indi- 
cated that the presentment will name 
additional police officers whom the 
grand jury holds “unfit to hold any 
public office.” 

The large number of police officials 
and policemen who have been sus- 
pended or discharged from the depart- 
ment of public safety because they 
were named “unfit” led to rumors that 
Director Harry C. Davis would resign 
or be asked to resign by Mayor Harry 
A Mackey. 

The director today said 
not resign, and added that “so far as 
I know, 1 will not be asked to resign.” 
He said his relations with Mayor 
Mackey were of the friendliest. 

Evidence of cooperation between

Local Securities and Thereby Lose Money. 


Chicago, Nov. 17 (N.Y.W.N.S8S.).—The 
frantic speculation in stocks has reached 
a stage bordering on hysteria in Chi- 
cago. Investigation among 300 Broker- 


age houses, banks and investment 
companies indicate that orders for pur- 
chase and sale of 900,000 shares of stock 
were transmitted to the New York 
Stock Exchange Friday and 300,900 to- 
day. 

Packed in solid masses in wire 
houses trom the ground to the tow- 
ers Of skyscrapers, one finds it diffi- 
cult to enter or, once inside, to leave. 


Brokers have given up the old idea of | 


making customers comfortable. 

Standing room is at a premium, with 
twenty standing where one is lucky 
to be seated Invading hosts of race 
track fans, yrain traders and real es- 
tate speculators have forced the old 
stock traders to the wall. All sorts of 
conditions of men and women make 
up the crowd. 

Women have forced their way into 
quarters where exclusion of the sex is 
the rule. Through men friends they 
give their orders and watch the mov- 
ing picture of the tape. 

Thousands drive in daily from towns 
in three States to play the stock mar- 
ket. The crush of orders is so heavy 
that brokers find it difficult to execute 
them. No A&ttention is paid to the 
delay of the tape. Quotations of a 
few of the leaders on a special wire 
flash, showing the big advances, ts 
enough to bring out orders for stocks 


that may be 2 or 3 points away behind 
the tape. 

In contrast to this is the picture of 
the old Boai® of Trade. Deserted by 
the men nursed in successful specula- 
tion, such as Arthur W. Cutten and 
Tom Howell, there is scarcely enough 
commissions in one session to buy 
buckwheat cakes. 

The oils, coppers and automobiles 
have brought profits to a small per- 
centage of the crowd. Chicago missed 
the big rise in its own stocks, Mont- 
gomery Ward, Sears Roebuck, Harves- 
ter and Union Carbide. It is esti- 
mated that 70 per cent of the new 
brood of players are tied up in stocks 
selling under $50, and half of these in 
stocks selling under $20.

Webb Is Convicted 


In Second Degree 


Former Mayor Given 10- 
Year Sentence for Killing 
of Harold Vaden.

Chatham, Va., Nov. 17.—Dennis E. 
Webb was found guilty of second degree 
murder here this evening and was sen- 
tenced to serve ten years in the peni- 
tentiary. The jury was out one hour 
and fifteen minutes.

Judge Clement rejected 
instructions offered by the State asking 
for a first degree verdict and it is un- 
derstood that this point was warmly 
debated between contesting counsel in 
chambers. This prevented the jury 
from sending Webb to his death.

OVER TROOPS’ RAIDS 


Attorney General Rules That 
New Orleans Activities 
Are illegal. 


GOVERNOR IGNORES VIEW 


New Orleans, Nov. 17 (A.P.)—Con- 
stitutional right of the Chief Execu- 
tive of Louisiana to raid gambling 
houses with State militia was chal- 
lenged by the State’s highest legal 
counsel today. 

An opinion on gambling raids issued 
by State’s Attorney General Percy Saint 
@ year ago was brought to life again 
to declare that raids by National Guard 
troops by Gov. Huey P. Long last Sun- 
day night were illegal. 

The opinion invoked that clause of 
the State’s constitution which declares 
“the military shall be subordinate to 
the civil power” and held that ‘the 
“governor can not supersede the civil 
power of any parish without first issu- 
ing & proclamation of martial law.” 

Attorney General Saint pointed out 
that martial law was not declared and 
that no members of the National 
Guard would have authority to make 
arrests “‘unless they are acting as a 
posse comitatus and under civil pow- 
ww 

On the heels of the declaration Gov. 
Long in a formal statement declared 
“We have paid no attention to, and 
will pay no attention to the attorney 
general protecting the gambling inter- 
ests or which would make it impossible 
for us. to enforce the law.” 

While this contest between high of- 
ficilals was going on, six bandits, armed 
with shotguns, took raiding operations 
into their own hands, held up a big 
dice game in Jefferson Parish and é¢s- 
caped with $5,000 in cash. . 

Claiming his acts were within the 
bounds of the constitution, Gov. Long 
issued warning to the gamblers to take 


“no encouragement from Attorney 
General Saint’s opinion,” when he 
said further: 


“I warn the gamblers pow, right in 
the City of New Orleans and elsewhere 
that Attorney General Saint's opinion 
will do them no more good than it 
did the gamblers at Jai Alai and the 
Arabi Club in St. Bernard parish and 
Beverly Gardens and Fagot’s grocery 
in Jefferson parish.” 

Money and gambling paraphernalia 
confiscated during the combined mili- 
tary raids will aggregate something 
like $50,000. The cash was turned into 
the State’s coffers and the gambling 
supplies burned.

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Changes on Rhode Island 
Avenue Recommended by 
Inspector Brown. 


IS SEEN IN CRITICISM 


Dougherty Says That Signals 
Worked Well When He Saw 
Them; Deprecates Publicity. 


The new traffic iights on Rhode Is- 
land avenue, from Iowa circle to North 
Capitol street, are “very confusing,” 


“liable to cause accidents,” and should 
be changed “in the interests of public 
safety,” police officials told the District 
Commissioners in a report submitted 
yesterday to Commissioner Proctor lL. 
Dougherty by Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, su- 
perintendent of police. 

The report was written by Inspector 
E. W. Brown, of the traffic bureau, sub- 
mitted to Maj. Hesse, and approved by 
Inspector William 8S. Shelby, who was 
instructed by Hesse to make a personal 
survey of the manner in which the 
lights were governing traffic, 

Deprecating publicity which would 
make it appear that any branch of the 
District Government had spent a lot 
of money for something new, only to 
have another branch denounce it as 
very bad, Dougherty referred Brown's 
report to Traffic Director William H. 
Harland for a report and refrained from 
any lengthy comment. 


Inspected by Dougherty. 


Dougherty said he had made a per- 
sonal inspection of the manenr in which 
the lights were operating, and had 
found them to be working well, but 
added that he intends to make another 
personal inspection, especially at the 
intersections complained of by Brown. 

Whether the Brown report forecasts 
a breach between the traffic director 
and his police aides was a question 
raised by disclosure of Brown's action, 
which, incidentally, Maj. Hesse seemed 
loath to make public. Harland told 
newspaper reporters that he had not 
seen Brown’s report and _ therefore 
could not comment on it. Asked if 
Brown had made the report without his 
knowledge Harland said “I knew he was 
going to make a report.” 

Brown named four intersections at 
which the new traffic lights were not 
working to help, but rather to hinder 
and confuse traffic. These were Q, R, 
S and T streets. Brown proposed that 
these streets entering Rhode Island 
avenue be made one-way streets, 650 
that traffic entering Rhode Island 
avenue from them would be only that 
flowing in the same direction as the 
raffic on the avenue. As an alterna- 
tive he proposed the placing of “stop” 
signs at the intersections to give Rhode 
Island avenue traffic right of way over 
that from the streets. 

His: detailed recommendations were 
“Make @ street from Rhode Island 
avenue to Tenth street, one-way, west- 
bound; Q@ street from Rhode Island 
avenue to Ninth street. one-way, east- 
bound, and prohibit the left hand turn 
north bound on Columbia street into

Monthly financial statements will be 
checked carefully against the budgets 
of the organizations, to make sure the 


income and expense are in accord with 
the budget, on the ground 
budget is merely the financial: expres- 
Sion of a program of human service 
which has been approved. If the pro- 
gram of service changes, and the ex- 
penditures or income change, the 
budget committee will have to be asked 
for change in appropriation, because 
the work of each agency has a relation 
to that of every other agency, and the 
aim of the Community Chest is uni- 
fied development along the whole bat- 
tle line of human service. 
Organizations which join the Com- 
munity Chest will be entirely inde- 
pendent in their operation. They will 
retain control of their own property 
and endowment funds, although the 
income from such funds must be 
applied to reduce their requirements 
from the Community Chest.

Youth Faints Twice 


As He Faces J udge 


Bell Hop Is Arraigned on 
Charges of Disorderly 


Conduct. 


Before Cisposition could be made of 
charges of assault, destroying private 
property and disorderly conduct against 
Lawrence Fitzgerald, colored bell hop, 
yesterday in Police Court, the defend- 
ant fainted twice. Fitzgerald was ar- 
rested after Policeman R. T. Conklin, 
of the Eighth Precinct, single-handed, 
subdued a mob of several hundred 
persons, who sought to liberate the 
youth in the 1900 block of Fourteenth 
street nofthwest Friday night. 

Fitzgerald fainted the first time when 
he was convicted of disorderly conduct 
and sentenced to pay a fine of $10. He 
recovered unaided within a few minutes 
and was then arraigned on the two 
other charges. When Judge Ralph 
Given fixed his bond at $600 on these 
charges after he demanded a jury trial, 
the youth collapsed in his chair and 
was aroused by a shout from a bailiff. 
The accused bellhop was arrested by 
Conklin after complaint had been made 
that he was unruly in an apartment 
at 1907 Fourteenth street and was de- 
stroying private property. En route to 
a patrol bor, the youth is alleged to 
have assaulved his captor.’ 

John A. Flynn who lives in an apart- 
ment on the second floor of the Four- 
teenth street address yesterday denied 
that the altercation had taken place in 
his apartment as reported in The Post 
yesterday.

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PUBLIC CONFIDENCE. 


Confidence in the continued prosperity 
of the country has reached new heights, 
with the gathering of another enormous 
harvest artd the election of a President 
who stands for sound political policy and 
economic progress. 

While the noise of the campaign has 
hardly died away, the Nation is ringing 
with cheery reports of increased business 
and industrial activity. The strongest 
indication-of business confidence comes 
from the report of the activities on the 
New York Stock Exchange. On Friday 
all records were swept away in the most 
turbulent session of all time. A new 
high record had been set last Monday, 
but this was eclipsed on Friday, when 
6,750,000 shares changed hands, with all 
groups of stocks participating in the 
tremendous upswing. 

The outstanding feature of the market 
was the insistent and country-wide de- 
mand for stocks. Apparently investors 
here and in Europe are convinced that 
the United States is entering upon an era 
of prolonged prosperity. A strong ele- 
ment of confidence has come over the 
country since the election. Investment 
buying by corporations and individuals 
began immediately upon the announce- 
ment of Mr. Hoover’s election. 

New high price levels for all time were 
attained by 75 individual issues on Fri- 
day, and only three issues fell to new low 
prices. Amid the excitement of the first 
15 minutes almost 600,000 shares 
changed hands. The million share mark 
was passed in 35 minutes, and the first 
hour was the most active on record, 
1,424,200 shares changing hands. ‘The 
closing hour was also a period of pan- 
demonium, and the last sale was not re- 
corded on the tape until more than two 
hours after the market had closed. 


REGULATION OF RADIO. 


In general it may be said that the 
new allocation of radio channels has 
proved as satisfactory in practice as it 
promised to prove in theory. The new 
system is not perfect. . Many stations 
are subject to interference and many 
listeners have not been able to dial sta- 
tions as easily or as satisfactorily as 
formerly. In general, however, radio 
has been improved by the reallocation. 

The fact that the new scheme works 
will have most important bearing upon 
the future of the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion. The commission has been con- 
tinued upon a year to year basis, with 
the threat ever present that upon the 
expiration of its life control over radio 

will revert to the Department of Com- 
merce, as provided for under the law. 


Had the reallocation scheme _ broken. 


down in practice it is likely that Con- 
gress would have permitted the commis- 
sion to die upon the expiration of the 
terms of. its members this winter. It is 
now believed that Congress will continue 
the life of the control body, at least for 
another year. 

The work of the Radio Commission. is 
far from finished. The details of the re- 
allocation plan remain to be settled. Al- 
Jocation of short waves, formulation of 


a policy for dealing with television, and | 


problems of international cooperation 
are before the commission. It does not 
appear that the work of radio control 
ever will be finished. On the contrary, 
it. looks very much as though the prob- 
lems will become greater as time goes 
on.' Radio regulation calls for a spe- 
cialized control commission, to function 


_ independently, as the, Interstate Com- 


a .

merce Commission functions in its spe- 
cialized field. The commission should be 
a permanent body. 

Because the Radio Commission has 
been purely a temporary body it has not 
been easy to find capable men, thorough- 
ly experienced in the broad field of radio, 
willing to accept appointment to it. The 
present commissioners have served at 
considerable sacrifice, looking upon their 
duties in the light of public service. If 
the Radio Commission is to be continued 
—as it should be—it should be made a 
permanent body. 


HEAVY MEAT IMPORTS. 

Whatever else may be done for farm 
relief by Congress, it is certain that a 
vigorous effort will be made to increase 
the duty on fresh meat, especially beef. 

Up until a few years before the out- 
break of the European war the United 
States was an exporter of beef. Eng- 
land depended almost wholly upon this 
country for her beef supply. Today not 
a single pound of American beef finds its 
way to the London market. New Zea- 
land and Argentina are the countries 
from which the “roast beef of Old Eng- 
land” is obtained. 

By far the greater part of the beef 
imported into the United States comes 
from Canada. How great this trade has 
become will be set forth in the report of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, which 
will be made public about the end of the 
month. The bureau reports unofficially 
that during the current year there has 
been brought into the American market 
an average of 5,000,000 pounds of Cana- 
dian beef per month, and that during the 
same time somewhere about 2,500,000 
pounds of frozen meat, nearly all beef, 
has arrived from New Zealand. 

The rate of duty on imported fresh 
beef is only 3 cents per pound. The dif- 
ferential in price between native and im- 
ported beef in the New York market 
this week was about 9 cents. It is true 
that the. depression , which almost 
swamped the cattle industry in this coun- 
try a few years ago no longer exists, and 
that “beef on the hoof” is bringing a 
higher price than it ever brought before. 
Still, the cattle industry has not recov- 
ered from the slump that brought. so 
many cattlemen to the brink of bank- 
ruptcy, and it is felt to be only fair to 
the live-stock industry that it should be 
granted a greater measure of tariff pro- 
tection. It is proposed to increase the 
duty on imported beef from 3 cents per 
pound to 9 or 10 cents, and the proposal 
is likely to meet with strong support in 
both the House and Senate. The Bureau 
of Animal Industry, which passes upon 
the wholesomeness of imported carcasses, 
has found that all the meats brought 
into the United States are absolutely 
free from disease. It is also found that 
Australasia, especially, encourages the 
export of meats by legislation that gives 
the cattle raisers a big advantage over 
Americans. It is evident that if the 
Australasian could arrange for the dis- 
tribution of his products here he would 
be able to control the market for beef 
in the United States as he controls the 
supply in England. 

Argentina also has a covetous eye 
upon American Thanksgiving tables. 
Four shiploads of frozen turkeys were 
received during the last week, and the 
prices of these foreign gobblers in Wash- 
ington is reported to be from 8 to 10 
cents per pound below. the figures de- 
manded for similar fowls from Texas, 
Rhode Island or Virginia. 


“ORDERED TO BE BURNED.” 


It may with safety be affirmed tnat 
Sir Chartres Biron, chief police magis- 
trate of London, committed an act of 
crass judicial stupidity on Friday last, 
when he ordered seized copies of a certain 
novel to be burned, on the ground that 
it is “‘an obscene libel, offensive to public 
decency.” It is equally safe to predict 
that, tomorrow and for many tomorrows, 
all England will want to read the novel in 
question because of the tremendous free 
advertisement given to it, no doubt un- 
wittingly and with the best intentions, by 
the London magistrate. The Post agrees 
with the appraisement of the book, which 
it refuses to advertise still further by 
giving its title in these editorial colymns, 
but it submits that elementary psychol- 
ogy and literary history alike agree in 
condemning the method adopted for its 
suppression. : | | ee 

One has only to let it be known that a 
play is. “risky” or a book. “immoral,” 
when straightway thousands of people 
flock to see the play and hundreds of 
thousands go eagerly in quest of the 


book. That is human nature—or modern 


human nature, at any rate—and there is 
no getting away from it. Prohibitions 
and denunciations addressed to the public 
are equally unavailing and, indeed, as 
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all experience shows, serve but to add 
fuel to the flame of desire: 

The magistrate could cause to be de- 
stroyed only the limited number of copies 
that had fallen into the hands of the po- 
lice, and he was apparently unmindful of 
the thousands of other copies that are 
openly in circulation or that can be openly 
or surreptitiously reproduced. To both 
classes of reproduction he has given an 
enormous stimulus. 

The instances of increased circulation 
caused by ordering a publication to be 
burned, whether by the common hang- 
man or not, are so numerous in the his- 
tory of literature as to give a solemn 
warning of the futility of that method 
of suppression. One or two examples, 
taken at random, must here suffice. 
When William Molyneux, in 1698, pro- 
duced his “Case of Ireland Being Bound 
by Laws Made in England Stated,” it so 
angered the English parliament that it 
ordered the little book to be burned by 
the common hangman. It was burned 
accordingly. Did that extreme proceed- 
ing kill the book? By no means; it 
merely caused great curiosity to see what 
was contained in a book that deserved 
treatment so drastic, and the demand 
was, of course, supplied. Years after- 
ward Benjamin Franklin brought a copy 
of Molyneux’s brochure to America, and 
it actually furnished some of its phrase- 
ology to the Declaration of Independence. 
Today the “Case Stated” remains a 
classic on the general relations between 
Ireland and England. 

The Irish House of Commons, in 166, 
decreed a similar fate of burning to John 
Toland’s “Christianity Not Mysterious,” 
and yet that really pernicious volume sur- 
viyed to start the deistical controversy 
that raged so acutely in the first half of 
the eighteenth century. 

Just as there are many other ways of 
killing a dog besides choking him with 
butter, so there are better methods of 
dealing with books 
burning them.

THE SCHWIMMER CASE. 

The Supreme Court is expected soon to 
determine whether it will review the case 
of Rosika Schwimmer, the notorious 
alien propagandist who succeeded in ob- 
taining from a Federal court a reversal 
of the decision denying her application 
for citizenship. The Department of La- 
bor has asked the Supreme Court to re- 
view the case, as this woman, in the opin- 
ion of that department, in which the 
Department of Justice joins, does not 


come within the requirements of the law 


relating to the naturalization of aliens. 

An alien asking for naturalization must 
not only forswear allegiance to all foreign 
governments, and particularly to the gov- 
ernment of the country from which he 
comes, but he must satisfy the court that 
he is “attached to the principles of the 
Constitution of the United States and 
well disposed to the good order and hap- 
piness of the same.” Judge Carpenter, of 
the Federal District Court at Chicago, 
heard the application of Rosika Schwim- 
mer and examined her, and by her own 
testimony found that she was not fit to 
be admitted to citizenship. Her testi- 
mony showed that she was anything but 
“attached to the principles of the Consti- 
tution.” 

If this petitioner had been an ordinary 
alien she would have been denied citizen- 
ship and would have been deported as an 
undesirable alien. But she has powerful 
backing among the pacifist and defeatist 
elements in this country, and her case 
has become a test of the validity of the 
law that seeks to exclude from citizenship 
those who are not at heart loyal to the 
United States. The law takes no account 
of the sex ofa petitioner for naturaliza- 
tion, but exacts proof from all that they 
are attached to the principles of the Con- 
stitution. The fact that Mme. Schwim- 
mer testified that she would refuse to 
bear arms in defense of the United States 


‘was distorted to make it appear that this 


was the ground for denying her petition, 
in spite of the fact that no women are 
ever required to bear arms. But the law 
relating to naturalization does not wro- 
vide that the ability to bear arms shall 
be a requisité of citizenship, and that 
refusal to bear arms is ground for re- 
jecting an alien’s petition. 
leaves to the court the determination of 
the question whether the petitioner, 


male or female, is ‘attached to the prin- 


ciples of the Constitution.” Something 
more than willingness to bear arms is 
required, although willingness to bear 
arms, in the case of a male alien, would 
be good evidence’ of attachment to the 
principles of the Constitution. In the 
case of a female alien, her. mental atti- 
tude, past record, and sworn declaration 
must be the guide in determining whether 
or not she is attached to the principles 
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The law 


of the Constitution. Mme. Schwimmer 
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“Try These, John, and Improve Your Vision.” 


to meet this test 
Carpenter. 

Citizenship is not the right of an alien 
who has lived here five years. The alien 
must be truly at heart loyal to American 
institutions before any court has a right 


to confer citizenship upon. him. Mme. 


Schwimmer’s testimony shows that she | 


has no sense of loyalty whatever to the 
Constitution of the United States, but 
is in fact opposed to its principles. It 
would be an outrage of the law and an 
injustice to loyal Americans to admit this 
alien to citizenship. All her efforts have 
been directed toward tearing down Amer- 
ican institutions, and if she should be- 
come a citizen she would be given special 
advantages for “boring from within.” 
This alien should be deported instead .of 
being admitted to citizenship. 


SIX-CYLINDER CHEVROLET. 

Chevrolet’s announcement that it has 
abandoned the four-cylinder motor car 
field in favor of the six-cylinder’ field 
leaves the Ford Motor Co. as the only re- 
maining exclusive producer of four-cylin- 
der cars. There are a few manufacturers 
who still turn out fours. All of them, 
however, also produce sixes, so Henry 
Ford is the only manufacturer who 
chooses to live or die upon the popularity 
of the four-cylinder car. 

The new Chevrolets, according to pre- 
liminary announcements, will be sold at 
the same prices as the old models. They 
will be handsomer, however, speedier and 
considerably more powerful, in addition 
to which they will be equipped with the 
most modern accessories. The announce- 
ment has stirred up considerable specu- 
lation in automotive circles. It is agreed 
that the new car will “stir things up 
along automobile row,” and it is believed 
probable that other manufacturers will 
change models or drop prices, or both, to 
meet the new situation. 

For several years the tendency has 
been all toward multi-cylindered cars. 
One by one the old line manufacturers 
have abandoned fours in favor of sixes, 
and sixes in favor of eights. Chevrolet’s 
entry into the six-cylinder field promises, 
indirectly, to accelerate the popularity of 
the eight in the high and me<ium price 
field. 

Furthermore, the announcement indi- 
cates that General Motors is to begin 


another struggle with the Ford Co. in 


the low-price field. When the Ford works 
shut down production in order to change 
factory equipment for the production of 
the new model A, Chevrolet quickly 
jumped to a position of dominance. Dur- 
ing the months that Ford was inactive 
the question frequently was asked 
whether or not Chevrolet would be able 
to retain its hold upon the low-price mar- 
ket once Ford had come back into pro- 
duction. The new Fords have proved 
, * ‘ 
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before Judge 


popular. Some 500,000 model A’s have 
been produced to date. Chevrolet cffi- 
cials apparently came to realize that they 
no longer could hold the four-cylinder 
market in the palm of their hand in the 
face of Ford competition, and they de- 
cided to bring forth the six-cylinder car. 

How will Henry Ford answer? ‘Possi- 
bly he will cut prices in order to offset 
the new cheap six-cylinder Chevrolet. 

It looks very much as though the auto- 
mobile war, discussed so frequently a 
year ago, has been renewed. 


It used to be said that half the people 
in this world did not know how the other 
half lived. That was a gross under- 
statement, for the simple truth is that 
few persons are cognizant of living con- 
ditions outside the limited circle of their 
friends and acquaintances. How many 
know anything about women in _ in- 
dustry? 

The Women’s Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor has just released an inter- 
esting report on the “Effects of Special 
Legislation on Women’s Work,” which 
ought to be widely read, for it is closely 
packed with facts of great economic im- 
portance. 

“For many years,’ says this report, 
“‘an acute controversy has raged between 
the two groups of feminists—the one 
side, composed of the organizations of 
working women themselves and their 
supporters, holding out for the necessity 
of so-called ‘protective legislation,’ and 
the other, the much smaller group of 
ultrafeminists, asserting that any law 
not applying equally to men and women 
is a handicap to the women.” 

Two years ago, at the joint request of 
these opposing organizations, a survey 
was begun of the effects of labor legisla- 
tion on the employment opportunities of 
women, a survey which is now completed. 
The report Was made by Mary N. Wins- 
low, director of special studies of the 
Women’s Bureau staff, assisted by an ad- 
visory committee of experts, consisting 
of Miss Mary Van Kleeck, of the Russell 
Sage Foundation; Dr. Charles P. Neill, 
economist and statistician, and Dr. Lil- 
lian M. Gilbreth, consulting engineer in 
management. 3 

How important this study is should be 
evident when it is borne in mind that 
there are 8,500,000 women employed in 
gainful industry in America, and that 
women are found in all but 35 of the 572 


occupations listed in the census of 1920. 
Only a third of the 8,500,000, however, 
are covered by special labor laws. 

The report, which deals with. condi- 
tions in five selected. industries—boots 
and shoes, clothing, electrical apparatus, 
knit goods, and: paper boxes—gives an 
immense amount of practical informa- 
tion. To obtain this information the 
agents of the bureau visited more than 
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been collected. 


1,600 establishments in 11 States, em- 
ploying more than 660,000 men and 
women, and more than 1,200 working 


‘women were consulted in personal inter- 


views. 

In addition to the five major women- 
employing industries, the study deals 
with women in stores, restaurants, news- 
paper offices, street railway transporta- 
tion, elevator operating, the metal trades 
and manufacturing. 

The report of the Women’s Bureau Is, 
of course, concerned only with those laws 
which affect women in industry, and 
these are described at length. Such laws 
differ in different States. It has been 
found that until recently women were 
forbidden to drive taxicabs in Ohio, al- 
though women have driven them suc- 
cessfully in New York, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts and California. The re- 
port aims to contrast exhaustively work- 
ing conditions in States which have regu- 
latory laws dealing with women in in- 
dustry with working conditions in States 
where such laws are not to be found. 

The report is quite favorable in its at- 
titude toward the laws regulating wom- 
en’s employment in industry. “In gen- 
eral,” it says, “the regulatory hour laws 
as applied to women engaged in the 
manufacturing processes of industy do 
not handicap the women, but serve to 
regulate employment and to establish the 
accepted standards of modern efficient 
industrial management,” .but it admits 
that “when applied to specific occupa- 
tions, not entirely akin to the industrial 
work for which the laws were drawn, 
this regulatory legislation in a few in- 
stances has been a handicap to women,” 

The Women’s Bureau takes the general 
position that “laws that regulate wom- 
en’s work benefit working women and 
raise the standards of working condi- 
tions of their male fellow-employes,” and 
it holds that the report proves this to be 
If the Women’s Bureau is right in 
this contention, the fact ought to be 
broadcast. A goodly part of’ the labor 
problem lies in the right relation of wom- 
en to industry. There was a time when 
the male was supposed to be the exclusive 
breadwinner of his family, but that con- 
dition has not been true since the advent 
of the industrial revolution. That 
brought women into industry with a 
vengeance, and not only women, but chil- 
dren, too. They are in industry to stay. 
The making of laws that will insure a 
square deal for all workers is a compli- 


cated task, which can not be accom- 
plished until accurate information has. 


The report now made 
public by the Women’s Bureau throws a 
flood of light upon the situation and it 
can not be ignored.by sociologists or 
lawmakers. |

years, The total amount of money that 
it has handled: is insignificant when 
one considers the conditions it had 
to face and the laws under which it 
has operated. The law which first cre- 
ated the War Risk Insurance Bureau, 
afterward designated the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, gave it jurisdiction over those who 
served during the World War; but be- 
fore this law was approved, October 6, 
1917, the war had begun and the dis- 
abled soldiers and widows had com- 
menced to file their claims in the Pen- 
sion Bureau. It was there called the 
War of 1917. 

There were on the rolls of the Pen- 
Sion Bureau, according to the annual 
reports of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, 24 invalids, 23 widows and 
8 dependent relatives who had received, 
prior to June 30, 1918, $7,243.31. This 
number was increased to 74 pensioners, 
invalids, widows, of the Army and Navy, 
before jurisdiction was taken from the 
Pension Bureau and turned over to the 
Veterans’ Bureau. In accordance with 
the amendment of June 25, 1918, the 
number was increased to 115 in 1919, 
128 in 1920, after deducting the num- 
ber dropped from the rolls on account 
of death. 

On June 30, 1921, there were 95 sur- 
vivors; on June 30, 1922, 90 survivors; 
on June 30, 1923, 86 survivors; on June 
30, 1924, 78 survivors; on June 30, 1925, 
70 survivors; on June 30, 1926, 68 sur- 
vivors, and on June 30, 1927, 65 sur- 
vivors. 

While this small number of World 
War survivors on the pension rolls is 
gradually decreasing the number of 
pensioners of other classes is increas- 
ing. This is due to the fact that the 
Pension Bureau has jurisdiction over 
all claims based on service in the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps since the World 
War, and also to more liberal legisla- 
tion for survivors of the Spanish War 
and the Indian Wars. 

While the number of survivors of 
the World War is still very «large it is 
constantly decreasing and the amount 
being paid them annually is less than 
the amount that the Pension Bureau 
was authorized to pay to the Civil War 
Veterans. At one time there were more 
than 1,000,000 names on the pension 
roll and it has often been called a roll 
of honor. 

If the attitude of our citizens toward 
the veterans remains the same as it has 
for the past 150 years there seems to 
me no reason to believe that there will 
be a cessation, of pension legislation 
recognizing a debt of gratitude to our 
nation’s defenders, and as long as there 
are laws there will have to’ be a bu- 
reau in the executive branch of our 
Government to administer these laws 
justly and economically. 

The Pension Bureau has a record of 
150 years back of it without scandal 
or corruption. :

The chief sartorial prejudice in the 
Puritan colonies appears to have been 
against lace, silver and gold thread, 
In 1634 the general court of Massachu- 
setts issued an edict touching on this 
issue. It read that “no person, man 
or woman, shall hereafter make or buy 
any apparell, either woolen, or silk, 
or linen, with any lace on it, silver, 
gold or thread, under the penalty of 
forfeiture of said clothes.” 

Imagine a court in this year of grace 
having the temerity to announce to 
American women that they could not 
put lace or gold and silver thread em- 
broidery on their clothes. The outcry 
that would ensue would silence even 
the shriek of the radio whistle. And 
imagination fails before the possibility 
of officers attempting to confiscate the 
garments of women who dared defy the 
law.

The Chinese organic law divides the 
functions of government into five gen- 
eral branches instead of three as found 
in the executive, legislative and judic- 
lal branches of the Government of the 
United States. Each of the Chinese 
branches 1s called a yuan or board al- 
though the word board is a s@mewhat 
misleading translation. 

First comes the president and his 
ministers or state councilors, from 
which the presidents and vice presi- 
dents of the five yuan shall be ap- 
pointed. The president is commander 
in chief of the land, naval and air 
forces. He represents the national 
government in receiving foreign diplo- 
mats and in officiating at and partici- 
pating in state functions. He is also 
chairman of the state council, through 
which body the national government 
conducts national affairs. All matters 
that can not be settled between two or 
more of the five yuan are referred to 
the state council for decision. 

All laws promulgated and all man- 
dates issued by virtue of the decision 
of the state council shall be signed by 
the president of the national govern- 
ment and countersigned by the presi- 
dents of the five yuan. This gives 
particular power to each yuan and 
each of the five may issue orders per- 
taining to matters under its own con- 
trol, according to the new law. 

The five yuan are the executive, the 
lezislative, the judicial, the examjina- 
tion yuan, corresponding somewhat to 
the American civil service, and the

The executive yuan is the highest 
executive organ of the national gov- 
ernment with a president and a vice 
president. It establishes ministries, to 
which are entrusted various executive 
duties, and may appoint commissions 
for specified executive matters. 

‘The ministries have a minister, a po- 
litical vice minister and an administra- 
tive vice minister and the various com- 
missions each have a chairman and a 
vice chairman, all of whom shall be ap- 
pointed or removed at the instance of 
the president of the executive yuan. 

The meetings of the executive yuan 
are attended by the president, the vice 
president, ministers and chairjien of 
commissions. This executive yuan de- 
cides what bills are to be introduced 
in the legislative yuan. Budgets, am- 
nesties, war declarations, peace nego- 
tiations, treaties which have been nego- 
tiated and important matters of inter- 
national concern are all to be submit- 
ted to the legislative yuan. The ap-

Monrovia, Liberia, Nov. 17 (A.P.).— 
A tribute to American friendship for 
Liberia was a feature of the annual 
message of President Charles D. B. 
King of Liberia to the _ legislature. 
Speaking of the friendly relations that 
had at all times existed between the 
United States and Liberia, he said: 

“From the foundation of this repub- 
lic the attitude of the United States 
has been that of a true friend and pro- 
tector to this country in many diffi- 
culties, and in the hour of need she has 
declared through her statesmen that 
she felt it to be her moral right to see 
the independence of this country main- 
tained and would never allow Liberia 
to be despoiled or restrained.

Mystery plays, being what they are, they need no great amount of 
heralding and advance agents who have to do this sort of work are

the contents of their play and al) they have to work upon is just the idea 
that it is, after all, another mystery play. 

Ahead of ‘‘The Silent House,” however, is an old stager among press 
agents, who writes a very interesting bit of press matter, which is 
on to the general public. Asa rule, these so-called “special stories” that 
press agents ‘“‘dope up” are not much, but Mr. Al Butler, who heralded 
the coming of “‘The Silent House,” has gone into rather a deep and ex- 
haustive subject that is closely identified with his own name, the stage 
butler, so he discusses in quite a happy vein, to wit: 

‘*‘Among the fixtures of the theater, together with the curtain marked 
‘Asbestos,’ the footlights and the leading lady’s smile, is the butler. The 
butler is regulation No. 1 in the annual guide to play writing and is only 
pressed for first place by the French telephone, regulation No. 2. But 
the butler is first, there’s no denying that. 

“Jf a manager needs a butler the customary procedure is to stand well 
out in traffic on the Great White Way and yodel three times. This is 
the call to butlers from the manager’s handbook of 1928. Immediately 
a stream of butlers of all ages and sizes, but all looking suspciously alike, 
pours into the traffic tangle and surrounds the manager. From this 
group one (1) is chosen. He is told to refurbish his sideburns, clean out 
all imperfections in his English accent and learn to answer to the name 
of Barton. He gets one line in the program and if he trips and falls on 
opening night while serving the champagne he-gets mentions in the 
reviews. This is considered a technical triumph, but managers are now 
objecting to butlers with weak ankles and the dodge is in disfavor. 

*So much for the standard, garden variety of stage butler. If you go 
to see a French farce, an English drawing room comedy, an American 
bedroom skit or anything by Shakespeare, Ibsen, Hauptmann, Pinero 
or Aeschylus the chances are that you will also see Barton. 

*‘But some plays need a special brand of butler. This variety does not 
come canned ¢<nd must be hunted with high-powered rifles and a posse 
of beaters who have a first-hand knowledge of the species’ whereabouts, 
Such a special butler is to be seen in ‘The Silent House.’ 

“This butler has the following specifications, from which you can tell 
that be is different from the horde. He has a very fresh cockney accent, 
a villainous exterior embellished by a cauliflowered ear, a shamble for a 
walk, which is enhanced by gorilla-like arms, a broad grin (this is in 
direct contrast to the common variety) and turns out to be something 
you would never suspect the stage butler to be. He buttles in ‘The Silent 
House,’ making it not so silent after all. 

‘‘After much wearing search he was discovered in the person of Stanley 
Harrison. The manager ferreted him out after a long siege in front of 
the Lambs Club, New York. Harrison plays an important part in ‘The 
Silent House,’ a role requiring more than the usual ability to say ‘Yaws, 
sir, the mawster’s out, sir.” He does various vital things in the comedy 
drama which add cousiderably to the excitement and hilarity of this 
mystery thriller. And in this he is the stage butler in disguise, For the 
average stage butler has only one extra trick in his repertoire—the 
tumble trick which gets nim a notice in the reviews—maybe.”

WILL HAVE WHIP HAND

What will President-elect Herbert 
Hoover do about the radio problem? 
That is one of the questions at present 
of greatest interest to listeners, broad- 
casters, amateurs, manufacturers and 
radio engineers. One thing is certain, 
the incoming President has an intimate 
knowledge of the ey problem and a 
great interest in the listening public of 
the United States. 

Time after time, Mr. Hoover, at the 
four radio conferences which he con- 
vened in Washington in four succes- 


sive years to work out the radio prob- | 


lem through voluntary cooperation of 
the industry, called attention of the 


delegates to the fact that, fater all, the 


conference must decide what was in 
the interest of the listener. He had a 
lot of good to say, also, for the ama- 
teurs of the country and especially 
the American boy to whom he credited 
much of the advancement in the radio 
art, particularly in the early days. 


President-elect May Act, 


It is not only a question of what 
Mr. Hoover will do for radio and its 
regulation when he becomes President, 
but what he will probably actually 
have to do before he steps into the 
highest office in the land. 

Just prior to his assuming office on 
next March 4 the terms of the present 
Federal Radio Commissioners expire. 
To be exact this will be on February 
23. Immediately following that, on 
March 15, unless additional legislation 
is enacted, the life of the commission 
itself expires, and it becomes an ap- 
pellate body.

Likely to Consult Hoover. 


It will be obligatory upon Mr. Hoover 
to take up the radio situation in the 
near future in view of the opening of 
Congress early next month. It will be 
mecessary that some action be taken 
before Congress adjourns. Another in- 
teresting sidelight on Hoover's connec- 
tion wth radio is the fact thet. Rep- 
resentative Wallace H. White, jr., of 
Maine, who is chairman of the House 
committee on merchant marine and 
fisheries, which has charge of radio 
legislation in the House, has been close 
to Mr. Hoover in his radio work during 
the past few years. There is no ques- 
tion but that Mr. White will consult 
the wishes of the President-elect before 
any radio legislation is passed by the 
lower house of: Congress. This will 
apply, also, no doubt, to the Senate. 
Senator James E. Watson, of Indiana, 
is chairman of the Senate committee 
on interstate commerce, which deals 
with radio legislation in the Senate, 
and, while he was one of the senators 
most insistent upon the establishment 
of a radio commission, it is understood 
on very good authority that he is one 
of the members of the Senate who is 
just as strongly against the continued 
life of the commission. 


Hoover Holds Whip Hand. 


On the other hand, there is talk in 
some quarters, if sentiment crystallizes 
in favor of continuation of the com- 
mission, that a movement may be start- 
ed in Congress to make the commis- 
sion permanent—perhaps a commu- 
mications commission, embracing con- 
trol over telegraph, telephone and ca- 
bles as wel] as radio. 

In the old days, when Hoover was 
often referred to as the “czar of radio,” 
he was most ably assisted by Judge 
Stephen Davis, then solicitor of the 
Department of Commerce, and by Will- 
jam “). Terrell, director of the radio 
division of the department. Radio ques- 
tions coming before the then Secretary 
of Commerce were immediately referred 
to these experts, and in most instances 
Mr. .:oover deferred to their ideas on 
any question. He gave them his fullest 
support in their decisions, and there is 
no doubt but that this helped im- 


mensely ih the successful operation of. 


the radio questions before the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, although it was 
fully understood that the department 
did not have a law which would back 
is up in regulatory powers. 

Not the least remarkable thing about 
the situation is that having originally 
been given control of radio as Secretary 
of Commerce and then being shorn of 
this authority by Congress through 
the present turn of affairs the Presi- 
dent-elect again holds the whip hand. 

Whatever, decision is made by Mr. 
Hoover as to ho v to exercise this power, 
it is a foregone conclusion that it will 
receive earnest and intelligent consider- 
ation and that the listeners of the 
country can rest assured that their in- 
terests will be protected.

Yet, according to Mr. Smith, it came into the Capital as clear as a bell 
and with great volume. 

This station was broadcasting an emergency alarm to fishermen on 
the banks of Newfoundland, warning them that a tremendous storm was 
coming up from Bermuda and headed toward Cape Breton. This sub 
sequently proved to be the gale which wrecked the Lamport and Holt 
liner Vestris, which sank off the Virginia coast about 48 hours after Mr. 
Smith had heard the warning given. | 

The Nova Scotia station broadcast barometer readings and finally 
concluded by advising fishing skippers to lose no time in seeking cover.

The roadway may be dry 
or nearly so, but if one puts 
brakes with a tire resting on a few 
wet leaves, the probability is a skid as 
bad as if the entire roadway were wet. 

Another condition which frequently 
causesserlousaccidents is a street which 
has just been sprinkled. This is true par- 
ticularly where the sprinkling has been 
carried through an intersection. A mo- 
torist who comes from the dry street 
is on the wet area before he realizes 
his danger, and application of the 
brakes then is a hazardous undertak- 
ing. Especially is this dangerous if the 
driver attempts to make a left turn in 
the wet intersection. Some of the 
worst accidents have been caused by 
sprinkled streets, according to traffic 
authorities. 

Every motorist should know how to 
get the car out of a skid, for it is one 
of the most essential aids to safe driv- 
ing. It frequently happens that the 
driver does just the opposite to what 
he should do and makes the sjtuation 
worse. The thing to do is to release the 
brake and turn “the steering wheel in 
the direction of the skid; that. is, if 
the rear of the car is skidding to the 
right, it should be steered toward the 
right. Traffic authorities declare that 
generally skidding is the result of too 
much speed for conditions and a lack 
of good judgment on the part of the 
driver.

His more important conclusions 
are that the main cause of endemic 
goiter is a lack of lodine in the food 
and water supply; the remedy is in 
some way to supply this metal; and, 
finally, giving iodine in small doses is 
a safe procedure, 

The Michigan health authorities, 
Stet and local, have made careful, ex- 
tensive studies of the prevalence of 
goiter in four counties. One of these 
is on the southeast border of the State;

Speak-easies in Washington are thriving 
institutions.

Washington, up to a year or so ago, was 
considered the most law-abiding community 
in the country. There was drinking going 
on here, of course, as there is drinking 
everywhere; but it was done in the sanctity 
of the home, in the kitchen, or wherever it 
is, in the house, that men gather to violate 
the eighteenth amendment and the Vglstead 
act.

Large centers of population have always 
harbored violations. Washington, aside from 
being the Capital of the Nation is also a com- 
fortable town, a place where the majesty of 
the law’ may be paraded. Or so, at least, it 
seemed—until this wave of the speak-easy 
came in on a tide of lawlessness. 

Now, anyone. who knows the ropes may 
go almost. anywhere in the downtown section 
and get liquor, served in little back rooms, 
The first place alluded to in this story is 
within the very heart of the city. Standing 
on the roof of the Press Building’ a man, 
were he, in the mind to do so, might easily 
throw the proverbial stone and place it 
through a window of the speak-easy visited 
by this correspondent. 


Up on Connecticut avenue stands the May- 
flower Hotel, come to be the rendezvous of 
the great and the near-great in this Naiion, 
and the stopping place for celebrities from 
every corner of the globe. If an eagle-eyed 
sightseer were to stand on the roof of the 
Hotel Mayflower, look over one row of build- 
ings, and peer down into a _ second-story, 
front, he would see one of the busiest speak- 
easies in the city: provided, of course, the 
shades were lifted; which, naturally, they 
are not. 

From the same vantage point a man might

The speak-easy, at last, has come to Wash- 
ington. It was a long time getting here, but 
here it is—and no mistake. Just how many 
speak-easies there are in town no one knows;

siders and by those who know their Wash- 
ington, 

In some of the places visited by this 
curious correspondent the brand of liquor 
served was as good as might- be secured in 
dear old Lunnon town. In others it smacked 
of having been shipped, if it wasn’t made on 
the premist in old kerosene barrels 
for the fun of it, a chemist was asked 
make an analysis of some of this stuff.

So it goes. Washington has taken the 
speak-easy to its bosom. Some time back 
there were probably only five or six speak- 
easies in town—and they weren't even called 
that. For some reason or other the boys 
who run speak-easies were rather slow in 
retting tarted here: but now, any old 
rounder in Washington knows where he can 
ret a drink. 

Qne night, not long ago, awaiting an ap- 
pointment with an old friend in a well-known 
hotel lobby, the fellow with me suggested 
that the interim be livened with a cocktail. 
Cut oft curiosity, the question was asked: 
“Where are you going to get one? In this 
hotel?” thinking, perhaps, ‘some out-of-town 
friend had brought along the necessary in- 
gredients. There is a constant flow of vis- 
itors from New York. 

‘“‘No.”’ was the answer, ‘‘across the street.”’ 

Over across the street all looked as inno- 
cent as the front vard of a church. It was 
night time, about 11 o'clock, and hardly any 
one was in sight. Buildings were closed. The 
only lights lunchroom window, 

Together, we strolled across the street. 
My friend pushed his way throtigh the lunch- 
room doo Behine he counter were two 
women.

understandably come out a little the worse 
for wear, not to mention the liver and the 
kidneys. °* 

The point is that Washington speak-easies 
seem to be a step ahead of those in other 
Eastern cities in that the potions ‘they sell 
rate about the same quality as the best it is 
possible to procure in the open bootleg 
market at the highest scale of prices ex- 
orbitantly assessed. 

It is probable that the liquid nail files 
purveyed in the restaurant back room near 
Connecticut avenue constitutes the exception. 
This will only be served ready mixed and 
effectively disguised in ginger ale, but even 
so possesses every essential property of a 
potent anesthetic, judging from the semi- 
conscious condition of those draped over the 
little back room tables the evening our party 
joined the clinic. 

The prices in the speak-easies of Wash- 
ington range from the lowly of the low neigh- 
borhood to the high of the bon-ton neighbor- 
hoods. That is, if you buy your drinks down 
op the water-front you pay water-front 
prices. The same custom prevails in Balti- 
more. Sailors who come in from the high 
seas find reasonable taxes on their Light 
street grog. Those men of the maritime 
professions who lurk down in Southwest 
Washington may get a good drink—or what 
they call a good drink—of whisky for 10 
cents a dram. As the procession moves far- 
ther north, and comes into the neighbor- 
hood of the British Embassy and the May- 
flower Hotel the prices, in the speak-easies,

could have made its way into the room. The 
smoke was thick, so thick it could be cut 
with the wave of an arm. 

Two seats were vacant. .We sat down. A 
waiter stepped to the table. 

“What'll y’ have?” he asked. 

“What’ve y’ got?’’ he was asked in turn, 

‘Anything y’ want,’” he said. 

The order was given. 

In the meantime, there was a chance to 
survey the surroundings. The motley crowd 
of men was anything but edifying. Some of 
them looked as if they had recently come 
from Chicago, run out of town by one of the 
gangs. One man was in a drunken stupor. 
They talked in whispers. All had their hats 
on—so that when my friend removed his 
the others thought sure the house was 
pinched. The waiter was tusk then approach- 
ing the table. He turned on his heel and 
went back to another room, where the drinks 
were being ‘‘made-up.” His next appearance 
was accompanied by the proprietor, who came 
over to make sure he had not been mistaken 
in the Scotchman. 

Everything all right, the waiter came back 
with the two drinks ordered; but, from the 
first sip, there was one mind absolutely sure 
an attempt was being made to rid the world 
of a revenue officer. So we left the place, 
pronto, the glasses remaining filled. 

Outside, in the fresh air, where there was 
plenty of room to speak, I asked in the ver- 
nacular, ‘‘How long has this been Boing one": 

“Oh,” said My companion, “ever since 
prohibition, I believe. At least, I’ve ‘ducked’ 


in-there anytime 1 wanted @ drink,” 
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The scene is something like this when the liquor raiders gain access to the 
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“little 


back room’ from which they are supposed to be cleverly barred. 


“You must want one pretty badly to .go 
in a place like that,’ I suggested. “How 
does any one breathe in there?’’ 

“It just happened to be a busy night,’”’ he 
explained, ‘‘with a lot of men smoking. 
Otherwise, it’s all right—-although, of course, 
you can't expect to have garden service. Not 
with prohibition.” 

“You do expect to get service, (hough, 
even with prohibition?” 

“Why, certainly,’ he 
not?’’- 

As one who remembered the Washington of 
old, the staid, dignified Washington of only 
a few years past, all this seemed like a cer-

“I firmly believe that there are as many 
speak-easies in Washington in proportion to 
its population as there are in any other city 
in America.”’ 

It sounds ridiculous. 

“Take a trip with me, if you don't believe 
it. I know my speak-easies.”’ 

They are, forsooth, in every section of the 
city. They are where you might least expect 
them and where you would naturally suppose 
they might be. They are in. the rear of bar- 
ber shops, atop garages, in basements of 
grocery stores, in near-beer parlors, in deli- 
catessen stores, almost everywhere but the 
churches. 

“Do the police know about all this?” one 
chaperon was asked. 

“Yes, and no,’’ was the answer. 

Good folk will. wonder why these places are 
not “‘turned in,’’ as the process of informing 
on law violators is termed. 

They are not turned in because those who 
are in a position to turn them in do not want 
them to be molested. That is one outstanding 
fact. Another is, persons who go merely on 
a sightseeing tour of speak-easies are not zgo- 
ing to violate confidences. If a man takes 
another man, on the assumption that he is 
man enough to keep his observations to him- 
self, nor give away exact addresses and 
names, that about ends the matter. 

Reformers will say that this is a deplorable 
condition. Those who are against reformers, 
tooth and nail, will say, too, that this is a de- 
plorable condition—that speak-easies should 
be a necessary evil; but men, they will tell 
you, want what they want when they want it. 
Hence, the speak-easy. 

An old-time secret service man gave an 
interesting sidelight on prevalent conditions 
in Washington. 

“It would take the entire police force of 
Washington, ever on the alert, to rid the city 
of speak-easies. Even then, I doubt if it 
could be done, If there were an arrest every 
hour in the day and night and 24 places 
closed a day, 24 new places would open on 
the morrow.” 

As it is, the law enforcement agents are 
unable to cope with the situation. Granted 
they are all honest men and true, there are 
not enough of them to go around. The only 
man who can really get next to a speak-easy 
in official form is the policeman on the block. 
Half the time he is so busy with other mat- 
ters that this is impossible—say those famil- 
iar with the police system of administration. 

So the speak-easy flourishes in Washing-

ments and homes every night in the year. 
There is no secret to the fact that drinking 
goes on ad lib among all manner and classes 
of people. No one believes, for a moment, 
that the eighteenth amendment or the Vol- 


‘stead act got rid completely of contraband 


liquors. Bootleggers flourish in every sec- 
tion, hi-jackers and gangsters ply their trade, 
and all the country is merry over a natural 
violation of a law that so many dislike; but, 
with all that, the idea of speak-easies in 
Washington seemed out of the picture. 

Here is the Nation’s Capital—where they 
made the law. Here, in little back rooms, 
men gather and violate the law.. 

“Well, you got a lot to learn, old-timer,” 
said an old friend who was asked what he 
knew about the prevalence of the speak-easy

ton where laws are made. Further, there are 
speak-easies within the proverbial stone’s 
throw of the Capitol Building itself—and it 
was only the other day that a prominent 
United States senator mide the open charge, 
in the public prints, that he could, if he so 
desired, purchase all the “‘likker’ he wanted 
right under the dome of the Capitoi. 
Residents of the city recall, some with 
horror, the outstanding instance of disrespect 
for prohibition laws in the Capitol, when a 
waiter, serving in the senatorial dining room, 
accidentally dropped a ‘bottle of whisky on 
the marble floor. 
That false move has since become one of 
the Nation’s jokes—a waiter dropping a bot- 
tle of hootch in the Capitol restaurant.

HE business section of Paris, Vt., is 
shaped like a triangle; an elongated 
triangle with its apex pointing east. 
As you go westward down Main 
street from river and depot, you arrive at 
Cross street. Maio street splits at Cross 
street. The three-sided grassplat directly 
ahead of you is colloquially known as Putney 
Park. It holds walks, shrubbery, a band 
stand, a Civil War monument. North and 
south behind this monument runs Maple 
street, with the campanile of a senile brick 
courthouse frowning down on the rebellion 
warrior’s neck. 

Both sides of Main street facing the park, 
and two blocks either way on Maple street, 
are lined with business structures—offices 
and stores. On the northeast corner of Main 
and Maple stands otir leading hotel, the 
Whitney House. At the eastern end of the 
Whitney House veranda is a barber shop. In 
the ‘‘first chair’’ of this shop its proprietor 
labors—spring, summer, autumn, winter. 

His name is Charles Fisk. 

Charley Fisk has been our town’s head 
barber for 28 of the 40 years of that shop's 
existence. He has become a local character 
and his stand an institution. As I sat and 
watched him trim the superfluous alfalfa 
from Uncle Joe Fodder’s southern exposure 
this afternoon while awaiting my turn in his 
chair, I took out my pencil and figured that 
if Charley has “slicked up’’ an average of 
twenty males a day, six days a week, for the 
number of years he has plied his tools in that 
shop’s front window, something like 175,000 
masculine exhibits have climbed into that 
red-leathered swivel in the guise of anar- 
chists, to step down later as civilized citizens. 

Charley clipped and shaved me the first 
week of my arrival in Paris to acquire a half 
interest in the town’s evening paper. He was 
young in those days—as young as I like to 
think I was, when I let myself consider it at 
all. The paunch was not grown that he now 
carries on him; he was slender, lean-faced, 
nervous in his movements. Jet black hair 
arose from a well-shaped head in a shock. His 
eyes were laughing gray. He wore one of 
the flowing brown mustaches of the period 
and the chin beneath it revealed a deep dim- 
ple. He prided himself on keeping up a run- 
ning fire of sporting talk with the younger 
element, yet “turning ’em out’’ faster than 
any migratory journeyman. 

He was unmarried then, yet frugal and 
thrifty. And he had small intention of being 
“only a barber” all his life. He had bought 
the shop because it had been for sale and 
owning it assured him of steady employment 
while courting Eva Bede—with whom, as 
Uncle Joe often phrased it, he was “blind 
staggers’ in love. Eva was the only daugh- 


ter of old Aaron Bede, for 30 years contrac- ° 


tor and builder throughout Paris County, 
Meanwhile, along with laying suit to Eva’s 
heart, he was saving his money and reading 
law nights with Judge Amos Farmer. 

Today the fellow who once aspired to be- 
come a great corporation attorney is @ square 
shouldered, podgy litle man with iron gray 
hair combéd over a bald spot, frost on his 
eyebrows, thick lensed spectacles that make 
his eyes mere pin points, a ragged mustache 
almost hiding his dimple, and pain in his feet 
where his arches have fallen, 

He has long since given up trying to “‘turn 
‘em out” faster than his journeyman; the 
talk in his shop is no longer in character with 
the pink police periodicals that once cluttered 
his chair seats, for invariably ladies are pres- 
ent and sometimes small children. Trifling 
bits of mountain locked gossip now engage 
his attention. He is given to long, long 
moments of watching the strangers who de- 
scend from the Whitney House bus, or nap- 
ping in the back of his shop with last night’s 
copy of my newspaper covering his head to 
thwart the bluebottles. 

Going back to first causes, it was an acci- 
dent that kept Charley a barber all his life. 
And I never see an elderly man trudging 
about a swivel chair, snipping cowlicks and 
shaving turkey necks, that I do not think of 
old man Fisk and wonder if there is a similar 
dramatic episode hidden away in the archives 
of all barbers’ lives, making them——as a lady 
editor once expressed herself to me—so “‘or- 
dinary.”’ 

Iva Bede, as I remember her over a quar- 
ter century ago, was a willowy brunette with 
flashing black eyes and a complexion s0 ex- 
quisite it was whispered she used rouge. Only 
actresses and ladies of scandal were addicted 
to rouge at the period I mention. But Eva 
did not use rouge. A supple girl of super- 
health, she taught the third grade in the 
Union Street School and report had it she was 
willing to marry Charley when he quit acting 
as the town lackey and was admitted to the 
bar. 

People, however, were wrong in this last. 
Eva had promised to marry Charley on her 
twenty-fifth birthday—which gave him time 
to complete his law studies and set up in a 
practice. All the same, she was responsible 
for her barber’s ambition. She be one of 
those energetic, clear headed, capable girls 
sensibly inclined toward matrimony if the 
candidate were worthy. 

Always a horse lover, Charley’s only ex- 
travagance in those days was a neat stepping 
black mare and piano box buggy with the 
first rubber tires introduced into Paris. On 
Sunday and holidays, and sometimes after 
the shop was closed on week days, the rig 
was a familiar sight in front of Aaron Bede's 
big residence on Walnut street with a bow of

Some one had 
crossed the lot on the east of Aaron's or- 
chard and had stopped under low bended 
boughs to twitch off fruit and drop it in 
side pockets. 

Fisk made no sound, He waited till the 
thief stood directly underneath, The distance 
between them was not a dozen feet when 
the barber raised his gun.

But the fact remains that if little 
Charley Fisk hadn’t done his part, endured 
27 years of Golgotha wearing out the floor 
around a red-seated chair the issue would 
always have remained in doubt.

Speak-easies 
flourish within the shadow of almos* every 
Government office building in Washington. 

There are some men, some men in Govern- 
ment service, who were in the habit, before 
prohibition, of going each day at the lunch 
hour and having cocktails before their meal. 

They still do. 

There are places, respectable places in the 
accepted sense, where those “in the know’”’ 
may whisper in the ears of their waiters and 
have sparkling cocktails in eups placed before 
them as broth or boullion—and no one, casu- 
ally looking on, knows the difference. 

“A grand old town, this is after all,”’ con- 
fided an old toper one day, after he had come 
back for a visit. “l was afraid they would 
have ruined Washington—but I wasn’t here 
five minutes before I found a place where 
you can get the best booze this side of 
Canada.’”’ 

“And how did you find it?’’ he was asked. 

“Just stopped a man on a street corner and 
asked him where I could get a drink.” 

From this it would seem that certain 
valuable information is passed out rather 
freely.

A mighty soft spoken race of men is being 
developed down here on the banks of the 
Potomac. They learn the art of sotto voce 
in little back rooms.

Carl Hans Lody, the Bravest 
of German Spies. 


HE first German secret service 
agent who was shot in England 


after the outbreak of war was 
Lieut. Carl Hans Lody, a naval officer. 

Of all the spies Germany employed 
he was by far the bravest. He asked 
for no mercy when he was caught. 
That was beneath the dignity of an 
officer and a gentleman. The most he 
would allow to be pleaded on his be- 
half at his trial was that he came to 
the country in the service of Germany 
and from beginning to end was only 
actuated by patriotic motives. 

And when the end: came and 
walked out in the cold gray dawn to 
face the rifies of a firing party in the 
Tower, his courage never deserted him 

A Berliner born, Lody was one of 
Berlin’s own spies. Young—only 35— 
he had a perfect command of English 
and there was hardly a corner of the 
world he did not. know. Before the 
war he had been for some time in New 
York, where he had married an Ameri- 
can woman, a Miss Storse, Omaha. 

But whether he was then connected 
with the German espionage has never 
been proved. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that at this time America was 
regarded by Berlin very much as a 
training center for spies. Throughout 
the war Germans who had lived in the 
United States and who were able to 
pose as Americans proved the most 
troublesome and dangerous of all the 
agents they employed.

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So sudden and complete had been 
the round-up of enemy spies in Eng- 
land at the outbreak of war that Ber- 
lin, unexpectedly found its supply of 
information cut off. It was impera- 
tive that they should have news of our 
naval movements, and especially about 
our naval losses and the way itn which 
we were making them good. Tod get this 
vital information would require a 
superspy, preferably one who would be 
able to move about openly as a benev- 
olent neutral. 

It was decided that Lody was the 
man. He was chosen by some one high 
in authority—some one higher even 
than the chief of the Berlin bureau. 
He admitted as much later at his trial, 
but the name could not be drag 
out of him. 

“I have pledged 
not to give that name,” Lody declared 
defiantly. “I can not do it. Although 
names have been discovered in my doc- 
uments I certainly feel that I have not 
broken my word.”

The Spider and the Snake. 


Here is a story which has come to 
me from the State Hospital at Norwich, 
Conn. It was told to me by one who 
witnessed the tragic affair. as follows: 


“One day down in the cellar 1 noticed 
@ small snake on a shelf, which at my 
approach failed to glide away. Looking 
closer, I discovered that it was held 
by a single strand of spiders’ web 
around its head. The snake was about 
6 inches long. It was twisting and 
squirming and tryin’, its best to free 
itself from the entangling thread, but 
it could not do so. 

“The other end of the thread was at- 
tached to the ceiling about 2 feet 
above the shelf. As 1 watched 1 saw a 
not very large spider run quickly down 
the single strand and strengthen the 
attachment to the snake's head. Back 
and forth the spider went for a con- 
siderable length of time, strengthening 
that single strand. All this time the 
snake was doing its best to get free. 


“The next day 1 saw that the snake 
was being slowly drawn up from the 
shelf by its head. When he struggied 
to free himself he was really slowly 
hanging himself. The snake's swirling 
motion was winding the strand which 
the spider was increasing in strength 
more tightly around his head. Twenty- 
four hours after 1 first noticed this 
capture, the snake had been lifted from 
the shelf so that it barely touched it 
The next morning the reptile had been 
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lifted more than halfway to the ceiling 
and by night was close to the ceiling. 
“The following morning another 
strand was fastened : the snake’s tall 
and by the use of other lines the spider 
was gradually drawing the tail toward 
the head. Then the spider began its 
attack. It would go down the strand. 
bite and dart back. only to repeat the 
action very soon. In a few hours the 
snake was dead. Then the victorious 
spider came to her feast. In time there 


was little left but the dried-up skin, 
which 1 have gaved. This is the first 
time 1 ever knew that a spider could 
kill a.snake. Is it a common occur- 
rence?” 

This is a grewsome story, but a most 
interesting one. I hardly think that 
such a happening is of common occur- 
rence; however, spiders have been 
known to do some remarkable things 
and the strength of spider silk is little 
short of amazing.

The other day I had brought 
as curlous a creature as ever 
on. It was found on a plum tree and 
it did not look like any living thing 
I had ever seen. It was about an inch 
long and on close examination sug- 
gested a caterpillar on whose back had 
fastened some flat, brown, hairy mon- 
ster with eight fleshy appendages which 
were covered with brown hairs and 
which curled back like locks of dis- 
heveled hair. Closer examination dis- 
covered that it was all a part of the 
one creature. Il recalled having one 
time seen in a paper illustrations ol! 
caterpillars something resembling this, 
and so it was but a few moments be- 
fore I had checked up. This curious 
creature was the larva of the Hag- 
moth, the name being given the moth 
from the haglike appearance of these 
hairy appendages on the larva. An- 
other name is the monkey-slug. This 
name is appropriate also. This exceed- 
ingly curious caterpillar belongs to the 
same family as the saddleback cater- 
pillar. Among the brown hairs of that 
top covering are black hairs, or bristles, 
which when they get into the skin are 
very irritating. The monkey-slug has 
now formed a curious little cocoon in 
a corner of the box in which he was 
brought to me. In some unknown 
manner the curious hairy appendages 
of the larva were left on the outside 
and attached to the cocoon. This larva 
feeds on a variety of foliage.

Earl Gettel wants to know if rab- 
bits are of any use to man and if they 
Should be ‘killed for their meat. 

Rabbits are of a great deal of use to 
man. They furnish a cheap food. 
Enormous numbers are canned in 
Australia and shipped to Europe and 
America.. The: fur is largély used in 
making felt for hats and is dyed in 
imitation of other furs. In some sec- 
tions of the country rabbits multiply 
so fast that they become a pest. This 
is especially true of the jack rabbit. of 
the far West. The ordinary little cot- 
tontail does Httle or no harm, unless 
he happens to get into a garden or in 
winter girdles young fruit trees by 
gnawing the bark for food.

Science has pro- 
gressed so far in this matter of cos- 
metics that we can ask little more of 
purity and efficacy In our recognized 
beauty preparations today, but we can 
certainly ask a great deal more in the 
art of their application. And that its 
something that we don't. have to go far 
to ask, for it depends entirely upon 
ourselves. 


The Average trror. 


If you were to ask the average woman 
how she differentiated her outdoor day- 
time make-up from that for evening, 
She would probably tell you that she 
put more rouge on at. night, and she 
would consider that enough 

But it is not nearly enough! The 
woman who wants to give the final per- 
fect. finish to her appearance usés make- 
ups that are as different from each 
Other as her dresses. She does not take 
the light, clear make-up that she uses 
for morning into the soft, shaded light 
of evening, or use her subtle, high- 
toned scheme for evening in the bright 
light of day. She plans her make-up to 
fit the occasion, just as she does her 
clothes, and she sets a splendid prece- 
dent for us all, for her effect is wonder- 
fully successful. She has a natural, 
glowing beauty about her face at all 
times that a single make-up never 
achieves. 


Morning Make-Up. 


The first occasional make-up that 
concerns us—or should concern us—is 
the one for morning. As we go out 
shopping or down to the office on these 
brisk November days, what make-up 
should adorn our faces? In the first 
place, it should be as simple and nat- 
ural as possible, for we are about to 
face the relentless light of day One ot 
the best ways of assuring ourselves that 
a make-up will not be too obviously ar- 
tificial when it emerges on the street 1s 
to have a clear, unflatterine mirror

misingly upon it, or. if. the dressing 
table can not be maneuvered into such 

position, the hand mirror should be 
taken to the window and every step of 
the make-up should be observed therein 


The Process of Make-Up. 


The first step for this morning make- 
up (after the skin has been cleansed 
ond freshened with a dash of cold water 
Or an astringent) is the rouge, and it 
is a.step to take witn care, for only ua 
very little should be used—less then, in 
fact, than at any other time during the 
day or night. The rouge may be liquid 
or paste or powder, but, whatever it is, 
it must be applied lightly. The orange 
shades of rouge are very effective for 
the morning and surprisingly natural 
even for the dark blonde skin. The 
very fair skin calls, as always for rose 
tints, but for every other type a darker 
toned coloring is best for daylight. After 
the rouge comes the powder—naturelle 
or peach for the very fair, rachel for 
the medium’ or light .brunettes, and 
ovhre, for the dark skin, and this, too, 
should be applied lightly, not only to 
prevent it from standing out on the

Make-up is of infinite variety and should never fail to suit 
the time, the place, and the girl. 


skin, but, also, because too heavy a 
layer of powder will clog the pores. 
Next, the lipstick, and for daytime the 
lipstick should be less tright than it is 
for evening and in artificila! light. A 
cream rouge is a good substitute for 
lipstick in the daylight because it is 
light in consistency and looks most 
natural of all. Mascara should never 
lend its dark presence to the face in 
the daytime, but a light’ paste may be 
applied on lashes and hrows,- to leave 
them smooth and to remove any trace 
of powder. 

In the afternoon, make-uns are a bit 
more vivid. At the tea hour, our faces 
can afford to be brighter, for there is 
no brilliance of daylight to brand them 
as artificial. Just as we put on lighter. 
more flattering frocks. we can choose a 
lighter powder and a brighter rouge 
enu lipstick. But above all, everything 
should blend. If an orange tone is 
chosen, it must .be carried out in pow- 
der, rouge and lipstick. If you have a 
rose-tinted cheek, goat have a peony- 
red mount. 


At Night. 


At night a beautiful skin can be 
created, even where none has been be-' 
fore. For slight imperfections and 
coarseness of the skin fade beneath 
artificial light. and more rouge is per- 
missible to create a glow of health and 
a loveliness of color. Not that rouge 
should be applied in lavish amounts 


then or any other time, but more than 
the daytime amount can be used, and 
in a lighter, brighter tone, with lp- 
stick to correspond. Powder for even- 
ing takes on a new and flattering tone. 
The blonde with a fair and flawless skin 
need only use flesh powder and give 
thanks to Providence for her ijoveliness, 
Bu: darker skins, :ess fair and less flaw- 
less, may take ecourse to powders of @ 
yellow cast in the evening and find in 
them an almost magical glow Liquid 
powder, too, comes into its own at 
night. During the daytime it may be 
toc easily observed on some skins, but 
beneath artificial light :t lenas a smooth 
even finish that is at Once flattering 
and natural.

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CHAPTER 7. 


Attacked by Rhinos. 


IN ‘tous save there were some 4e- 
rious adventures with the wild 
animals we met. No circular-let- 
ter had reached the game to say that 
we were not out to harm them. We 


were not aggressive, but we were bold. 
And in our constant intrusions we 
often took chances. 

There were almost no tragedies, 
though we had many narrow escapes. 
There was the case of Rattray, who was 
badly mauled by a leopard when help- 
ing Osa. 

In view of what happened later, it 
was strange that about this time 
Saunderson, my Boer assistant, got 
word that two of his friends had been 
Killed by rhino. It seemed that a 
young lady was staying with friends 
mear Nanyuki. She went out with & 
Meru boy armed with a .303 army 
rifle. The pair came on a rhino which 
charged and killed her despite the fact 
that she bravely fired six shots into It. 

About the same time a settler and 
his wife were returning from Meru in 
& car. They saw the same wounded 
rhino on the road. Unluckily the gun 
was lashed to the seat. While the wife 
was untying it her husband jumped 
out and tried to frighten the rhino 
away by yelling at it and waving his 
coat. But the animal charged and 
killed the man right before the poor 
woman's eyes. 

Soon after this I came out of my 
tent one morning and saw three rhinos 
coming toward camp. They were fight- 
ing and running at the same time. There 
was also a baby rhino along, which kept 
whining as it tried to keep up with 
the older ones. It seemed tired and 
was no doubt frightened at the rumpus 
its choleric elders were kicking up. 
Then the whole crowd disappeared in 
some bushes. 

After breakfast, Osa, Furber, Saunder- 
son and myself went to the place where 
we had last seen the rhinos. Saunder- 
son and Purber went into the bushes 
to look for tracks. All of a sudden I 
heard a scream. Then two shots, then 
more screams; then another shot and 
more screams. 

Osa and I dashed over as fast as we 
could go and entered the bushes. 
Saunderson was stretched out on the 
ground with his clothing torn and a 
mass of blood. At first I thought he 
was dead. But we raised him up and 
found the rhino had got him in the 
legs. He was badly cut up on his up- 
per right thigh where a horn had torn 
to the bone. We quickly carried him 
into camp, where luckily the cook had 
plenty of hot water. I washed all the 
gashes and put permanganate on them. 

When the tnjured man could talk 
he told me that he had nearly stepped 
on the old female. She came for him 
instantly. He got in two quick shots, 
but they glazed off her horn and thick 
skull. She kept coming and knocked 
the gun out of his hands and gored 
him. 

Saunderson died a few weeks later of 
pneumonia. 

In one way or another we came to 
know a good deal about the rhinoceros. 
The distribution of this animal is 
rather general over East Africa. We 
found them both on the plains and in 
the forests. The latter species have a 
larger and more tapering horn. Pos- 
sibly this is the result of the plains 
animal going to live im the wooded 
sections where use of their horn against 
trees is common. 

It is interesting that the difference 
between the horns of the plains and 
forest rhinos is said now to be less 
marked than formerly. Probably the 
plains animals are taking to cover as 
@ result of the advance of civilization. 

We found young rhinos with their 
parents at all seasons of the year. The 
family sticks together until the young 
one is nearly as large as the adult. 
Percival) tells me that the rhino’s repu- 
tation for viciousness comes largely 
from the fact that he tends to doze 
during the’ day time. When man dis- 
turbs him he wakes up half frightened, 
half angry and full of resentment. 

Warning of the approach of danger 
ig given the rhino by the tick-birds 
that forever are roosting on top of his 
back. The birds fly up in alarm at the 
slightest provocation and the host 
comes to enough to find out whether 
it’s worth while waking up. If the 
birds seem really frightened the rhino 
also becomes very much excited, and 
does not calm down until he is positi-e 
that everything .is all right. The in- 
telligent instincts of these guardians 
is noted from the fact that they do not 
seem to mind the presence of man 
when on domestic cattle; it is only on 
wild game like the rhino that they 
flutter away when the hunter ap- 
proaches. 

The next day after Saunderson’s 
scrape we had another brush with rhino. 
At daybreak I was on a small hill with 
my camera watching a herd of buffalo 
in the grass below me. As Bukhari 
was ill, my second headman was act- 
ing as chief. I told him to recon- 
noiter while I went back to camp. On 
the way I saw coming toward me full 
tilt one of the boys. 

“Humadi killed by rhino!” he gasped. 

With my heart jumping I ran after 
the fellow not knowing what horror 
I was about to see. He led me to 
Humadi, one of the porters, who was 
lying on the groynd close to camp pretty 
badly, tho&zh not fatally, smashed 
up. I carried him into the camp, where 
he was roundly jeered by his fellow- 
tribesmen. It seems that he had walked 
head on into the young rhino, whose 
mother had gored Saunderson. The 
baby was so scared it charged the 
black, knocked him down and stamped 
on him. 

Next morning it rained in small 

showers and I thought the day would 
be a washout altogether. But Boculy 
said that we should find rhino before 
noon, and we did. It rained like the 
devil for fifteen minutes, then the sun 
came bDbilazing out in all its African 
glory. 
Right ahead of us was a herd of 27 
giraffe. A few minutes later Boculy 
pointed out a rhino across a deep val- 
ley. I had to take my glass to see it. 
But before I could focus on it the na- 
tive announced there was a “toto” or 
baby rhino with it. I wish I had eye- 
sight like that. It took us an hour 
to get to the animals, with the bad 
going and our heavy cameras. And 
when we got there the big mother had 
gone to sleep under a wide bush. We 
could not see the “toto,” so we sat 
down to wait for her to wake up. 

About 3 o’clock the old woman came 
to and let her baby have dinner. We 
did not dare move or she would have 
seen us. A mother rhino and baby are 
a dangerous proposition. .We were right 
out in the open. In a short time she 
_ decided to ramble on and started to- 
ward us. She was about the size of a 
coal truck, and roughly the same coldr. 

The instant she got our wind she 
snorted and.ducked her bigs horned 
head. Boculy and Bukhari stood by 
with their guns ready in case she came 
for us. There was no assurance that a 
rife shot would stop the beast had 
she taken it into her head to charge 
our way. But the two black lads stood 
bravely by waiting our call for their 
assistance. 

Just when the rhino was about, to 
charge we set about shouting and wav- 
ing our arms and were able to head her 
off before we had to shoot. I might add 
that I think this sort of thing usually 
meant that the animals were only 
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Common zebra at a Chobe water hole. 
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lt is an interesting fact that no two zebra are

Facinated, we were 
commenting to each other in whispers 
about the timidity of rhino young, 
which often stick by their mothers 
until as big as they. And 1 had arisen 
from the ferns and was cranking my 
camera—as the little one ran off from 
the pool, then, frightened by some leaf 
or bird, ran back again—when Osa gave 
me a nudge. I turned quicker than a 
shot and there, coming for mé, was a 
big buck rhino, his two horns straight 
in a line with the camera—and me. 
Osa already had her rifle—they were 
always across Our laps, by our bedside, 
somewhere near at hand—at her shoul- 
der, the 405 Winchester; and I called 
to her to try and turn him with a shot 
rather than shoot to kill, for 1 was 
making a good film of him and I 
thought this might be one of his ever- 
lasting false charges Evidently Osa 
didn’t think so, for as he came within 
30 feet, she shot for the brain and he 
fell; the bullet, we later found, lodging 
right by his horn. 

It is easy to 
when, after such incidents as 
Osa disappeared one day. 
ridden out a little way from camp on 
@ mule; with her was one of the gun- 
bearers who reported that somehow or 
other he had got separated from her 
My fury at the man’s being so casual 
was tempered when I saw how really 
frightened he was.

From a rocky elevation I searched 
the plain with my glasses. To my in- 
tense relief I suddenly saw Osa sitting 
alone on the ground, at least a mile 
from me. As I looked she rose slowly 
and started to walk in faltering steps 
Our way. We rushed out to’ meet her. 

“The mule shied at a snake,” she ex- 
plained. “I fell off and lost conscious- 
ness. I think I must have struck my 
head on a stone.” 

It was a good lesson in the danger of 
going alone through such country. 

I think we found the rhinos mostly 
feeding on the unpleasant thornbush.

During 
the day the rhinoceros does not drink 
much, putting in more time dozing or 
fighting. About 4 p. m. he feels the 
need of a drink after the torrid heat 
and begins to wander toward his neigh- 
borhood waterhole, feeding as he goes. 
After a drink he will piay by wallowing 
around in the mud, or pick a choice 
fight with some worthy antagonist. He 
spends a good deal of the night wander- 
ing restlessly about, grunting and 
squealing in marked contrast to Nils si- 
lence during the cay. 

It is probable that few animals suf- 
fer so much from native hunters as 
does the rhino. 

I remember one exciting evening 
Osa and her guide, Bukhari, climbed 
a 10-feot rock some distance back of 
our camp. I wanted to get some pho- 
tographs of rhinos as they went down 
to the water hole for a drink. We agreed 
on signals in advance. One whistle, 
repeated at intervals, meant a rhino 
was coming in front of us; two that 
he came from the left, and three from 
the right. If Osa saw one coming up 
behind us she was to give four blasts. 

With one other man I lay down in 
the sand about 12 feet from the flash- 
light. lamps which were set up by the 
trail to the wtaer. . 

About 10 o’clock Osa gave one whis- 
tle. It was pretty. dark. and the fact 
that a big brute weighing several tons 
was headed in’ our direction was not 
altogether reassuring. I later asked 
Oso how she felt.. “I was too excited 
to feel,” she said. 

In a few minutes we could see the 
monster coming right down the path 
for us. Osa had considerable respon- 
sibility on her hands at the moment. 
For not only did she know her husband 
was in line with the animal, but she 
sighted another at almost the samé 
moment. Furthermore, she had no 
way of telling whether or, not we had 
heard her first whistle.

They refer to his firm, heavy tread as he

Pleasant West, father of the Secretary, was 
old enough to volunteer when the Civil War 
came. He served with Company A, 
fifth Illinois 
wounded at Chicamauga. When 
mustered he married the daughter of 
Jacob Yapp, a western New Yorker of Dutch 
descent, and went into business with his 
father-in-law. 

For 40 years the firm of Yapp & West en- 
gaged in business in Georgetown. They did 
private banking, sold lumber and owned 
farms. The Wests were Quakers of the 
pioneer sect that came from Wales. The 
Yapps were Methodists. The son adopted his 
mother’s religion, and had transmitted to 
him the patriotism and ideals represented 
in his father’s. loyalty to the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 

That son, Roy Owen West, was born in 
1868. He was a“‘small town boy’’—a sturdy 
youngster in a wholesome village of some 800 
people—one of those small towns of the 
post-Civil War davs which were trading cen- 
ters for farmers. Even today Georgetown is 
a community of only 3,000 inhabitants. 

The grandson went to high school in the 
town where his grandfather had erected the 
first schoolhouse, then had taught in it. He 
finished high school at the head of his class. 
Then he attended DePauw University, at 
Greencastle, Ind., and that university suc- 
cessively bestowed upon him an.A.B., an 
A.M. and an LL.B. He was a member of 
the first class there to be initiated into Phi 
Beta Kappa, was also a member of Delta Tau

It was funny to see nine boys and my- 
self trying to climb that miserable little 
thorn tree after Osa, when there cer- 
tainly wasn’t room for more than three 
of us. Fortunately Mr. Rhino decided 
that he had taught us a lesson, He 
circled the tree with his little tail 
straight out and then dashed off.

The Bantam Rooster 
Bossed First Oscar 
Anderson and Then 
Tt VY. C. Vatiew 
kamph.

FE bantam rooster which was the 

pet first of Oscar Anderson, the 

painter, and secondly of T. V. C. 

Vallenkamph, a fellow artist, was one of 

the most interesting bird characters 
imaginable: 

He never had a name. There seems 
something pertinent in this fact. The 
bantam’s intelligence was supernatural. 
He seemed the examplification of some 
moving power, rather than an individ- 
ual. 

Looking back, now, there remains 
something awesome in the personality 
of this midget. He was so unutterably 
determined, so tavariably perceptive of 
the righteousness of his attitudes. He 
both gave the law and executed it. 
Anderson said that he not ony “‘bossed” 
the chicken yard but the human house- 
hold as well. With men folk, as with 
his feathered brethren, he employed 
force to gain his wishes. 

Swenson, the gardener, gave the ban- 
tam to Anderson when he was living 
with his family at the lower end of 
Mount Pleasant avenue, in the art 
colony section of Gloucester, Mass. 
Anderson then kept a few chickens, but 


he and his wife and daughter made; 


such pets of them that they had no 
domestic usefulness. The hens grew 
fat and lazy and laid no eggs, while the 
two roosters—Rhode Is:iand reds— -car- 
ried on an interminable and bloody 
battle for supremacy. 

At first there were no small hens.

by. All day and all night he stayed, 
but invariably he came home for break- 
fast, arriving punctually at 7 o’clock 
and announcing his appearance with 
strenuous pecking on the kitchen door.

Commander Rosendahl believes that 
there will be a natural monopoly in the 
operation of lighter-than-air craft in 
the United States because of the ex- 
istence in America untapped sup- 
plies of helium. 

It is a long step from the first dirigi- 
ble built by the Frenchman, Henri 
Giffard, to the gigantic air fishes now 
used and projected. Giffard first flew 
in 1852 in a ship which was 144 feet 
long and 39 feet wide. It. was powered 
with a steam engine of 3 horsepower, 
and with no help from the'‘wind it 
could go as fast as 7 miles an hour. 

Giffard’s steam engine weighed only 
462 pounds, an immense improvement 
for those days. His dirigible had a 
lifting power of nearly 2 tons. The en- 
velope and basket absorbed 2,794 
pounds. 

A strong wind blew Giffard where 
it listed, but he was able to steer and 
move to some degree across the wind. 
He must have been a divine fool to fly 
& ship which had a coal-burning en- 
gine hanging elosely underneath a silk 
bag filled with highly inflammable 
coal gas. 

Dupuy de Lome, another Frenchman, 
made another try in 1872. Steam en- 
gines were not for him, and he had a 
big propeller whirled by eight men. 
Then two French army officers put an 
electric motor and a battery to work, 
which made a speed of 14 miles an 
hour and quit after the first hour. 

When the gas engine came on the 
scene, Santos-Dumont made headway 
in dirigible connstruction and flightss 
and when Count Zeppelin came on 
the scene in 1900 with his first dirigi- 
ble, cigar-shaped, the present develop

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Knowing the character of those con- 
cerned in the large productions of the 
post-war era, knowing that with a few 
conspicuous exceptions these amusing 
persons had the moral responsibility 
of so many wire tappers, the customers 
nevertheless insisted on contributing to 
purses so huge that larceny was in- 
evitable. It was one of the most amus- 
ing sights of the time to find gentle- 
men of this character dealing in mil- 
lions of dollars and with no restraint 
save their own sportsmanship to deter 
them from dealing cards to the public 
off the bottom of the deck. It can not 
be said, either, that the newspapers

THEY CALLED HIM A DREAMER 


Oberlin College Honors Boy Who Worked Way 


Through and Discovered Process to Make 


Aluminum. 


BERLIN COLLEGE at Oberlin, 
O Ohio, has unveiled a tablet in 

honor of a boy who worked his 
way through the.college and left it 
$12,000,000 when he died. 

The boy was Charles Martin Hall, 
and on February 23, 1886, in a wood- 
shed laboratory at East College and 
Pleasant street he invented the process 
for making aluminum. The entire 
scientific world is honoring Hall this 
year because it is the centennial of the 
discovery of aluminum. It was the 22- 
year-old youth, however, who made 
aluminum valuable commercially. 


When Hall found the key to his proc- 
ess he at once told Prof. F. F. Jewett, 
the then professor of chemistry. The 
hour of this meeting and Prof. Jewett’s 
good memory of the event caused Will- 
iam Howard Taft, of the Ohio court, 
and later President and Chief Justice 
of the United States, to decide a famous 
lawsuit in Hall’s favor. 


The tablet on the house reads: 


In This House 
Charles Martin Hall 
Discovered The 
Electrolytic Process 
Of Making Aluminum 
February 23, 1886, 
The Year Following His Graduation 
From Oberlin College 
Thus Making Available For Industry 
A Metal Long Known But Little Used. 


On the program at the unveiling of 
October 30, placed on the house in the 


. shed of which Hall worked, were Presi- 


dent Ernest Hatch Wilkins, Harry N. 
Holmes, professor of chemistry; Henry 
Churchill King, president emeritus of 
Oberlin College, and Harrison E. Howe, 
editor of Industrial and Engineering 
Chemistry, of Washington. 


At the exercises the students heard 
the life story of Hall, a romance that 
rivals fiction. They were told how 
chemists in this country and Europe 
had worked to find a process that would

metal out of its ores. So he focussed 
his attention on that process. 

Jewett loaned him what apparatus he 
had to spare. Any one who has seen an 
electric battery would have laughed at 
the one he got up—made, as it was, out 
of all sorts of cups, tumblers, and so 
on, with pieces of carbon in them. But 
he finally got the current that was 
needed. 

Soon after he was graduated he took 
the apparatus to his own home, appa- 
ratus which he himself had made. He 
arranged a littie laboratory in the shed, 
continued his investigations and re- 
ported frequently. About six months 
later he went to Jewett’s office one 
morn’: and, holding out his hand, 
said: 42. fessor, I’ve got it!” 


While Jewett, a Yale graduate, was 
Studying at Goettingen, in 1874 and 
1875, he occasionally had the privilege 
of informal teaching from a very old 
man, Friedrich Woehler, who had re- 
tired from active work but was stjll 
interested. Through him, the discov- 
erer of aluminum in 1827, Jewett first 
became acquainted with this beauti- 
ful metal. 

Prof. Jewett taught a few years in 
one of Japan’s great universities, and 
then went to Oberlin College in 1880 
to teach chemistry. Charles M. Hail, 
in that year, went to the laboratory 
to borrow or buy a few pieces of glass 
tubing, half a dozen test tubes and a 
flash or two. 

Even before he entered college, the 
subjection of extraction of aluminum 
from its ores had occupied his mind. 
During his college course, even while 
engaged in regular chemical studies, he 
did some investigating on the subject. 

Hall first tried to extract aluminum 
from clay by fueling it in a crucible 
with carbon and chlorate of potash, 
but nothing came of it. Later he tried 
to get aluminum from its oxide by 
fusing with different substances. 
Toward the end of his college course 
he finally abandoned altogether the 
idea of securing aluminum by reduc- 
tion, and turned his thought exten- 
Sively to electricity as the form of 
energy to be employed in separating 
aluminum from its compounds. 

In talking the matter over he asked 
Tegarding the compound which could 
be most readily decomposed by the 
electric current. Knowing that in gold 
and silver plating the cyanide of those

| Speaking of his efforts Hall once 


“I read about Deville’s work in 
France, and found the statement that 
every clay bank was a mine of alumi- 
num, and that the metal was as costly 
as silver. I soon began to think of 
processes for making aluminum cheap- 
ly. I remember my first experiment 
was to try to reduce aluminum from 
clay by means of carbon at a high 
temperature. I made a mixture of 
clay with carbon and ignited it in a 
n@xture of charcoal with chlorate of 
potassium. It is needless to say that 
no aluminum was produced. 


“I thought of cheapening the 
chloride of aluminum then used as 
the basis for aluminum manufacture, 
and tried to make it by heating chlo- 
ride of calcium and chloride of mag- 
nesium with clay, following the anal- 
ogy by which iron chloride is produced 
when common salt is thrown into a 
porcelain kiln. A little later I worked 
with pure alumina and tried to find 
some catalytic agent which would 
make it possible to reduce alumina 
and carbon with barium salts, with 
cryolite, and with carbonate of soda, 
hoping to get a double reaction by 
which the final result would be alumt- 
num. I remember buying some metal- 
lic sodium and trying to reduce cryo- 
lite but obtained very poor results. I 
made some aluminum sulphide but 
found it very unpromising as a source 
of aluminum then, as it has been ever 
since. 


“On a later occasion I tried to elec- 
trolyze a solution of aluminum salt in 
water, but found hothing but a de- 
posit of hydroxide on the negative 
electrode. I did not give a great deal 
of time to these experiments, as I was 
then a student in college and was 
working on three or four other at- 
tempted inventions. 

“IT had studied something of thermo- 
chemistry, and gradually the idea 
formed itself in my mind that if 1 
could get a solution of alumina in 
something which contained no water, 
and in a solvent which was chemically 
raore stable than the alumina, this 
would probably give bath from which 
aluminum could be obtained by elec- 
trolysis. 

“In February, 1886, 1 began to -ex- 
periment on this plan. The first thing 
in which I tried to dissolve alumina 
for electrolysis was fluorspar, but I 
found that its fusing point was too 
high. I next made some magnesium 
fluoride, but- found this also to have 
a rather high fusing point. I then 
took some cryolite, and found that it 
melted easily and in the molten con- 
dition dissolved alumina in large pro- 
portions. I rigged up a little electric 
battery—mostly borrowed from my 
professor of chemistry, Prof. Jeweit, of 
Oberlin College, where I had graduated 
the previous summer. 

“I melted some cryolite in a clay cru- 
cible and dissolved alumina in it and 
passed an electric current through the 
molten mass for about two hours. 
When I poured out the melted mass I 
found no aluminum. Then it occurred 
to me that the operation might be in- 
terfered with by impurities, principal- 
ly silica, dissolved from the clay cru- 
cible I next made a carbon crucible, 


“aclosed it in @ clay crucible, and re- 


peated the experiment with better suc- 
cess. After passing the current for 
about, two hours, I poured out the 
material and found a number of small 
giobules of aluminum. I was then 
quite sure that I had discovered the 
process that I was after.” 

How the tearing down of the north 
wing of Cabinet Hall, the old labora- 
tory in which all studied chemistry at 
Oberlin College and started his alu- 
minum research was the deciding point 
in @ critical trial before, Judge Wilil- 
iam Howard Taft. 


“I shall never forget,” said Prof. Jew- 
ett, “how Hall came into my private 
laboratory at this time. ‘Holding out 
toward me his open hand tn whieh tay 
a few shining globules, he said, with 
more animation than usually charac- 
terized his taik, ‘I’ve got it, Mr. Jew- 
ett.’ There in his hand lay the first 
fruits of his wonderful invention, an 
invention destined to revolutionize the 
metal industries of the world—yet its 
discoverer was but 22 years old. 

“It was subsequently important that 
I remembered the conditions surround- 
ing us when he made the announce- 
ment of his discovery, because a few 
years after the manufacture of alumi- 
num was begun Hall’s patent was in- 
fringed. In the course of the trial it 
was necessary to establish the fact that 
Hall made his discovery in the early 
part of 1886, although he did not ap- 
ply for the patent until July of the 
Same year. I was summoned to tes- 
tify at the trial. As several years had 
elapsed between the discovery and the 
trial, and as I had no written memo- 
randum of the event, I couid only be 
guided by my memory of the place 
where [{ stood when he showed me 
those first globules of electrolytic alu- 
minum. 

“The memory was very clear, I was 
standing in front of my desk, in my 
private laboratory; in the north wing 
of old Cabinet Hall—the retired high 
school building of the town. Now this 
wing was demolished during the sum- 
mer of 1886 to give room for the south 
semicircular portion of Peters Hall, then 
in process of construction. Fortun- 
ately this testimony was adequate. It 
proved that Hall’s discovery was made 
before the summer of 1886. It was, 1n 
fact, made on the twenty-third of Feb- 
ruary of that year.” 

As Prof. Jew~’+ said in the hand of 
the 22-year-old student was a dozen 
little globules of aluminum, the first 
ever made by the electrolytic process in 
this country. This was February 23, 
1886. That invention resulted in the 
Aluminum Company of America and 
put aluminum utensi’s on almost ev- 
ery kitchen stove in the world. 

Hall was born in Thompson, Geauga 
County, Ohio, December 6, 1863. He 
attended the Oberlin High School be- 
fore entering the college. From 1905 
to the time of his death he was a 
trustee of the college. A brother once 
said of him: “Aside from his studies 
in school and his self-imposed tasks 
every moment was devoted to reading 
or studying along scientific lines, with 
occasional relaxation in music. His 
mind turned to invention. and his col- 
lege days were filled with dreams of

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York Shows Chicago Influence 


By SANDOR 8S. KLEIN, 
EW YORK, Nov. 17 (U.P.).—The 
N Chicago influence is making it- 
self apparent in New York’s 
liquor running industry. 

Murder by machine guns and sawed- 
off shotguns, so characteristic of the 
Chicago liquor running racket, is be- 
ing adopted on a large scale by New 
York’s rum gangs. 

Within the past few months there 
have been at least a half dozen assas- 
sinations which have been traced di- 
rectly to the activity of these racket- 
eers. 

New York City first became aware 
of this new criminal factor with the 
murder on a Sunday afternoon last 
summer of one Jerge, a drug and 
liquor peddler, His bullet-riddled body 


was found in an automobile on Broad- 
way just a few blocks below Times 
Square. 

Police traced the fatal shooting to 
Broadway booze haulers. Because of 
the intricacies of gangland, the police 
never were able to definitely pin the 
crime on any one. 

Then came the _ assassination of 
Frankie Uale, or Yale, in Brooklyn. 
Police investigation involved the Ca- 
ponl’ gang of Chicago and fixed the 
primary reason for his untimely death 
due to a “misunderstanding over the 
disposal of a certain $20,000 of profits 
on an alcohol. transaction.. 

Subséquently other persons eminent 
in Chicago. Manhattan, Brooklyn and 
Bronx “alcoholic warfare’’ were found 
shot or stabbed in automobiles on fire 
or under other mysterious circum- 
stances. 

Early in October word got abroad 
that war had been declared in the 
New York metropolitan area between 
“Jersey Beer” folk and the “needle 
beer” clans of the boroughs and Ber- 
gen and North Hudson Counties, N. J.

Forties.” 

Tony canvassed most of the “beer 
joints” in the belt between Forty-sec- 
ond street and Columbus Circle and 
told their owners he could “save them 
a lot of money.” 

If Tony made a mistake in doing 
this, he made his last one, for as he 
stepped from his hotel on West Fifty- 
fourth street on October 5, just before 
midnight for an evening stroll, he be- 
came the target of a barrage of steel- 
jacketed: bullets.

around, and the next morning there 
is an unbroken stream of’ pulchritudi- 
nous young women tapping at his door 
even before he is up, offering to sit 
for him at 20 cents an hour. 

The method of finding models has 
completely changed tn recent years. In 
the “good old days” before the war there 
was a model market at the corner of 
the Boulevards Raspail and Montpar- 
nasse, which is the heart of the art 
quarter. The custom among the ar- 
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tists was to engage a girl for the week. 
and so every Monday morning all the 
models gathered there in front of a 
emall cafe, walking up and down. The 
artists sat sipping their drinks on the 
terrace of this cafe, which has since be- 
come a huge, roaring establishment 
called the Dome, and studied the girls 
as American women study the manne- 
quins in the Rue de la Paix dressmak- 
ing establishments. When they finally 
picked out a girl whose figure appealed 
to them they simply took her along to 
the studio and gave her 5 gold francs, 
or a dollar, for every afternoon's sit- 
ting. That is,-they theoretically paid 
her, but many a penniless artist has 
stalled off his model for months, and 
simply thrown a sandwich at her when 
she complained of hunger If they 
happened to need a cook or housekeep- 
er, they would simply appoint her to 
the job, and when she was not posing 
she would make the beds, scrub floors 
or wash windows. Artists who could 
spend a dollar a day on a model were 
as scarce as hen's teeth, and there were 
a hundred times as many young women 
as were needed for strictiy artistic pur- 
poses The girls never managed to 
form a union, and the recent action of 
New York models in blacklisting paint- 
ers who are too fresh caused utter 
astonishment here 

But this picturesque model market 
disappeared with the war, and today the 
average American artist or would-be 
artist or student either telephones an 
agency or goes to one of the big, glit- 
tering cafes in the Montparnasse quar- 
ter where the fraternity gather. 

“I can find a hundred girls sitting 
around any one of these cafes at any 
hour of day or night,” a young artist 
who has lived in the quarter ever since 
the war explained to me. “I look them 
over for the type I want, and when I 
find one that suits me I simply go up 
and engage her. The standard pay is 
5 francs, or 20 cents, an hour for the 
ordinary ones, and perhaps double or 
triple that for ones with considerable 
experience. I have never had one refuse 
to go along with me. They generally 
pose in the nude, of course, but 
pa'nters are accustomed to that, 
it means very little in our lives. 
sides, how many nude women are really 
attractive?

“It is true that Montparnasse is ab- 
solutely infested now with a class of 
so-called artists of American and other 
foreign nationalities who have simply 
come here to amuse themselves.” he de- 
clared indignantly, and many other 
serious American painters confirm this 
view. “They rent luxurious studios, set 
up canvases and get girls to pose for 
them, although they can not even use 
a brush or mix a color. They give 
scandalous studio parties that last all 
night long, and when they have noth- 
ing else to do go to the big cafes in the 
quarter and boast over their drinks 
about being artists. These parasites 
give us all a bad name, and I don't 
blame the evangelist for getting the 
wrong impression about Montparnasse. 
But, fortunately, most of the people 
one sees drinking and carousing in these 
cafes until dawn every morning are 
neither artists nor models. 

“On the other hand,.I don’t think 
that the serious young American art 
student, whether boy or girl, runs many 
moral risks in coming to Paris to study. 
I have found the girls extremely re- 
spectable and hard working, and the 
worst the boys generally do is to have 
a few flirtations with pretty models, 
but that is not so serious. 

“I don’t approve of young students 
Setting up studios of their own, where 
there is no surveillance whatever over 
them, as it is practically impossible to 
keep out the models.” 

It is estimated that there are more 
than 5,000 models in the Montparnasse 
quarter. They.are mostly French and 
range from 18 to 28 in age, but there 
are also others of all nationalities and 
all colors. There is a little Combodian 
danseuse, for example, who escaped 
from the famous royal ballet from In- 
do-China that visited here some years 
ago, and she is widely known as “Tin- 
Kle Toes” because of little bells she 
wears on her feet and ankles. All have 
nicknames, and if an artist wants to 
paint ‘“‘Readhead” or “Violet Eyes” or 
“Kiki” he has simply to send out word 
and she will drop in the next day. 

A number of artists who are always 
looking for some unusual type of girl 
who does not seem to exist among the 
more or less professionals will simply 
stroll about Paris looking at girls in 
the street—perhaps midinettes from 
the dressmaking shens or flower girls. 

When he sees one that suits him he 
simply tells her that he wants her to 
pose for him if she has some spare time, 
and she -will often agree.
